Rev Mr. ROGER THROP. 


R. Roger Throp (the Subject of the 
fl following Narrative) was born the 
21ſt Day of September, 1703. He 
was the Son of Mr. Thomas Throp, 
— a Merchant in the City of Dublin, 

| 7 of very good Credit, who continued 
7 till the 1ſt Day of December, 1726, at which 
time he died greatly eſteemd by all that knew him, 
for his Honeſty, Induſiry, and Charity. At his Death 
he left behind him nine Children, by his Wife Rebecca 
ſtill living) eldeſt Daughter to the Reverend Doctor 
John Eftwick, formerly Archdeacon of Leighlin, 
and Hector of Tulla, Baltinglaſs, Cc. in the ſaid 
Dioceſe. Mr, Roger Throp Was ; his ſecond Son; he

#eceived bis frfl Inſtructious in the Greek aud Latin 


Languages, in the City of Dublin, from the Reve- 
rend Mr. Robert Blackall, 20 School-maſter of 


Dunganon, in the Province of Ulſter. Mr. Blackall 


Having à great Opinion of the Genius and good Un- 


ee of his Scholar, prevailed upon Mr. 
Thomas Throp 70 continue his Son's Education in the 


Univerſity of Dublin, which he accordingly did, and 


about the Year 1719, his Father entered him a Pen- 
tioner in the ſaid Univerſity, under the Tuition 0 
zhe Reverend Doctor Delany, then a ſenior Fellow 
theteof, to whom he quickly recommended himſelf in 
a very diffiuguiſh'd Manner, by his good Senſe and 
great Proficiency in all Parts of Learning, to which 
he applied himſelf, as well as in his Atademick Ex- 
erciſes of all kinds ; more particularly thoſe of La- 
tin and Engliſh Verſe, and Latin Orations, both 
in his Tuttr's Chamber, and in the publick Hall. In 
the iwo former he equalled the beſt of his Cotempo- 
raries, and in the laſt, far exceeded them, by the 
Advantage of à moſt} tuneable Voice, and graceful 
Elocution, inſomuch that his Tutor, who is univer- 
ſally allowed to be a very competent Judge in that 


Point, never heard him without great Delight, as 


conſtantly followed by Praiſes and Rewards. 
He continued in the Univerſity for about a Year 
after he had taten his Maſter's of Arts Degree, and 


left it about the Year 1728, for 4 Curacy in the 
Dioceſe of Killaloe, where he continued till the Year 


1731, at which time he was preſented to the Rec- 
zory of Killcornan, in the Dioceſe of Limerick, by 
Colonel] n Wr of Caſtletown. By what 


Motives the ſaid Colonel from being his Patron be- 


came his continual and moſt inhuman Perſecutor, is 
the Subjeft of the following Narrative.

Reverend Mr. ROGER THROP. 


S Ar H E Rectory of Killornan, in the 
EXD, LE Dioceſe of Limerick, became vacant 
l in the Beginning of February, 1 

Colonel F— 2 V, r, of Caſile- 
ESZGSS 707wn, in that County, was the reputed 
Patron of the ſaid Rectory, and had, at the Requeſt 
of his Mother, in the Year 1718, conveyed Over 
the Right of Preſentation for-the next Turn, to the 
Archbiſhop of Tuam, in Truſt for the Reverend 
Mr. John Shadwell : The Intention of this was to 
provide for Mr. SHadwell, who was fome way re- 
lated to the Family, and had at that Time no Pre- 
ferment in the Clurch ; but before the Living be- 
B came

came vacant (being much better provided for than 
he cou'd be by the Refory of Killcornan) he got 
the Archbiſhop of Tuam to convey over to him 
that Right of Prefentation for the next Turn, which 
the Archbiſhop had from Colonel , in Truſt 
tor him. 

When the Rectory 3 vacant, Mr. Shadwell © 
tried to obtain a Faculty or Licence to hold it with 1 
the Church-Living which he was before poſſeſſed 
of; but upon Account of the great Diſtance be- 5 
tween them, he cou'd not obtain one: Colonel 
J. r then expected, as Mr. SHadevell could not 
enjoy the Rectory himſelf (which was the Intention 
of the Grant, and which appeared by Letters un- 
der Mr. Shadwell*'s Hand) that he wou'd reſign 
the Grant; but Mr. Shadwell infiſted, that he 
wou'd preſent any Clerk he pleaſed, the Grant be- 
ing abſolute, This greatly incenſed Colone] Z/— x, 
and the more ſo, becauſe there was one or two Per- 
ſons in the County of Limerick, by whole Advance- 
ment to that Living, a conſiderable Advantage 
wou'd have accrued 0 Colonel V. 7 3 but as 
Mr. Shadwell's Right to the Rectory was well 
underſtood in that Country, no Perſon would med. 
dle with it, unlefs he gave up. 

About the latter End of May following, Colonel 
WW 7. in his Road to Dublin, called at Mr. 
J.— 's, of Glofter, in the King's County, who had- 
married a Siſter of his, where Mr. Throp happened 
then to be: Mr. L——e, who had often profeſſed 
himſelf Mr. Throp's Friend, told him that his Bro- 
Nr had at that Time a Church-Living in his 
Diſpoſal], and that if he were not engaged, he hoped 
he ſhould be able to prevail upon hun to preſent 4 
Mr. Throp, who thereupon gave him thanks: And 
before Colonel /——-r left the Houſe, Mr. J e = 
told Mr. Throp, that he had ſpoke to the Colonel * 
in his Favour, and found him very well to 3 

erve

ferve him, but that he cou'd not prevail upon him at 
that Time to give him an abſolute Promiſe: He 
told Mr. Throp, that his Brother — was at 
that Time going to Dublin, where he expected to 
receive a conſiderable Favour from the Biſhop of 
Killala ;* that if Mr. Throp cou'd get the Biſhop 
A to recommend him heartily to his Brother, he did 
not doubt but he would ſucceed : Mr. Throp be- 
| lieved that Mr, L-——e did this by his Brother's 
Directions, and therefore wrote immediately to the 
Biſhop of Killala, not knowing any thing of any 
Title in Mr. Shadwell, or any Body elle, except 
Colonel : When the Colonel came to Town, 
the Biſhop of Killala went to him, and made it 
his Requeſt that he wow'd preſent Mr. Throp to the 
Rectory of Killcornan: Colonel / r then told 
the Biſhop how Matters ſtood between him and 
Mr. Shadwell, at whoſe Behaviour he ſaid he was 
ſo much incenſed, and likewiſe had ſo great a De- 
fire to ferve the Perſon recommended by his 
Lordſhip, that he wou'd prove a Title in the 
Crown for that Turn (which he ſaid he cou'd do 
without hurting his own Right of Patronage for 
the future) if . Biſhop wou "4 get the Crown to 
preſent Mr. Trop. The Biſhop upon that went to 
the Lords Juſlices, and got Letters of Recommen- 
dation from them to the Tord Lieutenant, the Duke 
of Dorſet, in Mr. Throp's Favour, of which he 
immediately wrote Mr. Throp Word, and defired 
him to come to Town and wait the Succeſs of 
them. Mr. Throp ſtaid in Town for about fix 
Weeks, in which Time no Anſwer came; for it 
ſeems that by ſome Accident the Lords Juſtices 
Letters never were received by the Lord Lieutenant. 
Mr. Throp told fr. Lingen, the Secretary then 
acting, that he cowd wait no longer, having a 
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_ Doctor Robert Clayten, ſce tranſlated to the See of Cork.

the Duke's Letter came to make out the Patent for 
Him. 

The Setting up the Crown's Title greatly ob- 
ſtructed Mr. SHadwell's Deſign in making an Ad- 
vantage of the Rectory of 5 which he 
intended to do, by getting another Church-Living 
for it, which he could have held with his own, 
and to prevent which, was, as Mr. Throp believes, 
Colonel 's ſole Reaſon for ſetting up the 
Title of the Crown, or thinking at all of Mr. 
Throp. The Dube of Dorſer s Anſwer being ſo long 


delay 'd, Mr. Sd l took Advantage of it, and 


fad that Colonel 7. ſetting up the Crown's 
Jule was merely an Act of Paſſion, and that he 
never intended to make uſe of it: By theſe Means, 


he at lait prevailed upon one Mr. $7ewart, about 


the Beginning of Auguſt, of the ſame Year, to go 
down to N with a Prelentation from "the j 
upon r. Stewart's getting Poſſeſſion of the e 
of Killcornen, Mr. Shadwell was to have had 
Stewarts Living, which was contiguous to his 
and for the Holding of which he cou'd have had 
a Faculty. Colonel / - immediately had Notice 
of this, a7d being determined to give r. Shadwell 
all che Diſturbance he cou'd, as he almoſt deſpair'd 
of the Crown's Title, he ſent his Servant to the 
Bijnup of Limerick, on the 10th of Auguſt, which 
was the Day befors the ſix Months were out, from 
the Death of the laſt Incumbent (after which Duy 
the Title to the Living wou'd have lapſed to the 
Biſhop) with a Preſcntation of Mr. Th; o9 upon his 
own Title; when he had done this, he ſent to his 
Brother e, defiring that he and Vir, Throp wou'd 
immediately come to him, which they accordingly 
did in about ten Days after: The Hiho ſent to Co- 
lone! L 7 to let him know, that r. Stewart 


Produced a very fair Title derived from him, and 
deſired 


Cure to ſerve in the Country, but deſired him when

NF defired to know what he had to overthow it; the 
Colonel anſwered, that he did not think the Biſhop a 
Proper Judge of his Title, that the Law had pre- 
2 icribed a Method in ſuch Caſes, which was the 
8 Calling a Jury to try the Jus Patrona us, when 


the Biſhop did that he wou'd produce his Title. 
In this Way Vir. Throp found vatters when he 
came to Caſtlerown, which was about a Fortnight 
after Colonel / had preſented him. Mr. Throp 
then told the Colonel, that he thought the Title to 
the Rectory of K://coruay was in the Crown, and 
was therefore ſurpriſed to find that he had preſented 
him upon his own Title; the Co/ozel anſwered, that 
- the Title to the Living might be proved to be in 
the Crown or in him as he pleaſed ; which Vir Throp 
thought very ſtrange, and began to ſuſpect that 
all Things were not right. Mr. Throp told Colonel 
, that as he was to bear the Expence of the 
Law-ſuic (which the Colonel had before given him 
to underſtand he expected he wou'd) it was in- 
cumbent upon him to fee that the Title which he 
was to defend was a good one, and therefore de- 
fred that he wou'd let his Brother L-— e (who 
4 was bred a Lawyer) draw a State of the Caſe out 
= of his Papers, which he wou'd lay before the beſt 
Lawyers in the Kingdom for their Opinion ; that 
if they thought either the Crowsy's Title, or hi, to 
be good, as he had done him the Favour to. pre- 
tent him, he would defend it, but if not, he had; 
no Vorey tO throw away upon a bad one: When 
"Mr; © e had look*d over his Papers, he was 
1 CIcarly of Opinion that there was no Title in the 
F Crown, and Colonel Vr had as yet produced. 
nothing to ſhew any Title in himſelf. 

In the mean Time Mr. Stewart finding that the 
Rectory of Killcornan was not near the Value which, 
r. Sh«d<el! repreſented it to be, and that he was 
Likely to have a great deal of Trouble in getting 
into

into Poſſeſſion, and if he did accomplifh that, not 
much Satisfaction afterwards, was determined not 
to meddle with it; but having a Vind to _ 
with ſome Advantage, he wrote to Colonel & 
to let him know, that if he wou'd give him as mt x 
Money as wou'd bear his Expences home, he wou'd -Q 7 
withdraw his Preſentation: The Colonel, who was 1 
determined to be at no Expence in the Affair, re- E 
tuſed to give him any, and as Matters appear'd 5 
then, Mr. Throp was of the fame Mind; Mr. 


Stewart then deſired an Horſe, but that was like- b 
wiſe refuſed ; at laſt he wrote to Colonel / 2 3 
deſiring hat the Colonel wou'd ſend him an Horſe, ” 
tor the Value of which he wou'd give him his Bond, 3 


and without which he cou'd not go home, one of 
his Horſes having fallen lame, only he defired if 
the Clerk preſented by Colonel r received 
no further Diſturbance from Mr. Shadwell, but was 
quietly poſſeſſed upon his withdrawing, that the 
Bond for the Horſe might not be put in Execution 
againſt him; to this Colonel N- conſented, 
ad ſent him an Horſe, for which he deſired his 


Attorney to take Mr. Stewart's Bond for twelve "3 
Pounds, the full Value indeed of the Horle ; upon - 
this Vir. Stewart withdrew his Prelentation, and 3 


went home. Colonel x then demanded In- 
{titurion from the Biſhop for his Clerk, as there lay 
no Other Preſentation before him but his, and as 
the fix Months for preſenting were out; the Bi/hop 
anſwered, that at the Requeſt of a Gentleman in 
Euglaud, he had promiſed Mr, Shadwell his ſix 
Months to provide a Clerk, 1t he cou'd not provide 
one within his own fix Months, but did not know 
at that Time of the Title's being litigated. As 
Matters now ſtood, the Biſhop ſaid he cou'd not 
deny Mr. Shadwell an Opportunity of making ule 
of his Title, if it was a good one, nor wou'd he 


diſtreſs Colonel ſo far as to allow Mr, Shadwell 
m_ | "

fix Months for that Purpoſe ; he ſaid he wou'd 


immediately write to Mr. Shadwell to provide a 


Clerk within three Months, which if he did not 


do he wou'd inſtitute Colonel 's Clerk; if 
he did within that Time provide one, he wou'd call 
a Jury to try the Jus Patronatiis, and for whom- 
ſoever the Jury found, that Perſon's Clerk he wou'd 
inſtitute. This was a few Days before Michaelmas, 
17 22, and upon this Anſwer Mr. Throp went back to 
the King's County where his Cure lay; Colonel V 
ſaid he wou'd look out for all Mr. Shadevell's Let- 
ters, in which he hop'd to find the Intention of 
the Deed ſufficiently declared, and deſired Mr. Throp 
to file a Bill againſt Mr. Shadwell in his Name, 
to force him to declare the Intention of the Deed 
according to the Account which he had given; but 
in leſs than a Month after, Mr. Shadwell died with- 


out preſenting a Clerk, and ſo ſaved Mr. Throp 


that Expence and Trouble. 

Nothing ſeem'd now to ſtand in the way of 
Colonel Wm s Title, for the Conveyance which 
the Archbiſhop of Tuam gave Mr. Shadwell limited 


the Right of Preſentation to his Life, and to his 


preſenting a Clerk during his Life; as that came 


| toon to be known, advantageous Propoſals began 


to be made to Colonel , notwithſtanding he 
had before preſented Mr. Throp. 

Mr. Eyre Evans, a Brother of the Lord Carberry ON 
had married a Siſter to Colonel 77 
this Gentleman had a Nephew juſt put into Orders, 
one r. George Maſſey, tor whom he had got a 
Preſentation from the Executors of Mr. Shadwell; 
but as that did not then ſeem to be a good Title, 
he was to endeavour to perſuade Colonel 77. 7 


o withdraw his Preſentation of Mr. Throp, and to 
let the Preſentation of the Executors of Mr. $ha4- 
Well take Place, or to preſent Mr. Maſſey. Mr. 
Throp * by mere Accident, as Mr. Evans 

paſſed 


's Wife; 
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paſſed through the County of Tipperary, in his 
Road to Colonel Vs, to have Notice both 
of his Journey and Intention, upon which he im- 
mediately took Horſe and rode to Cafiletown, where 
he arrived about three Hours before Mr. Evans ; 
Mr. Thryp found, that Colonel V - expected 
Mr. Evans; he chen told him he hoped he wou'd 
ſtand by his Preſentation, which Colonel Vr 
promiſed to do, but told Mr. Throp at the ſame 
time, that he believed he wou'd have a Law-ſuit ; 
Mr. Throp anſwered, he did got think that the 
Executors of Mr. Shadwell had any Title; but 
it Mr. Evans thought otherwiſe, as he wou'd be 
ſorry to be the Occaſion of a Diſpute between him 
and Colonel x, in that County, he propoled 
that Mr. Evans ſhowd chuſe one Lawyer, and he 
another, and that they ſhou'd bind themſelves to 
ſtand to their Determination : When Mr. Evans 
came to Ca/tletowyn, Colonel — and he had a 
Conference for about two Hours, after which the 
Colonel came to Mr. 7hrop, and told him, that he 
believed he ſhou'd have no further Trouble from 
Mr. Maſſey; Mr. Throp however thought it ad- 
viſcable to try to get into Poſſeſſion as ſoon as poſ- 
ſible, and accordingly the next Morning went to 
the Biſhop, who having before Notice of Mr. SHad- 
_ well's Death, immediately gave him Inſtitution : 
When Mr. Throp came back to Ca/tietown to be 
inducted, he cou'd not but obſerve that the Colonel 
did not ſhew himſelt fo well pleaſed with the Suc- 
ceſs of his Preſentation, as Mr. Throp imagin'd 
he wou'd, conlidering too "that it was a Succeſs which 
he had not the leaſt Reaſon to expect; Mr. Throp 
ſtay'd about five or ſix Days at Caſtletotun, till he 
read his 4//ext and Conſent, which he did on the 
zgth Day of November, 1732, and then went back 
to ſettle his Affairs at his Curacy before he gave it 


up.

About a Day or two after Mr. Throp was ins 
ducted, a Lady, a Relation of Colonel 's, 
began a Diſcourſe one Evening at his Houſe, and 
in his Preſence, of Clergymen buying eccleſiaſtical 
Preferments; ſhe began wita Biſbops, and ſo came 
down to private Cler7gymen: She talked of it as a 
Thing very common, and what he believed might 
be very eaſily got over; Mr, Throp took little 
Notice of what ſhe ſaid at farſt, conſidering her 
as a Perſon talking upon a Subject which fe did 
not underſtand ; but as „he prefied the Diſcourſe, 
and ſcem'd to apply it to Vim, he thought the thing 
was intended; which he cowd not help reſenting, 
and with ſome Warmth told the Lady that ſhe was 
talking of a Matter which he believed her not to 
be much acquainted with; he mentioned to ber 
the ſolemn and ſtrict Oarb,* which every Clerg y- 
zan takes before he is admitted into any eccleſi- 
aſtical Benefice, which was utterly inconſiſtent with 
the Practices ſhe mentioned, and mult render every 
one who behaved himſelf in ſuch a anner guilty 
of the blackeſt Perjury, which Mr. T5rop hoped 
ſhe thought many Clergymen not capable of. This 
Colonel x reſented moſt highly, which made 
Mr. Throp the rather believe that it was intended: 
He determined from that Night to diſpoſſeſs Mr. 
Throp if he poſſibly cou'd: As ſoon as ne had de- 
clarcd his Intention to ſome of his Confidents, ad- 
vantageous Propoſals began to be made to him 
upon Condition the Thing cou'd be effected; for

his Succeſs againſt Mr. Shadwell made many People 


believe that he cou'd put in, or turn out, any Per- 
ſon as he pleaſed. About three or four Days after 
Mr. Throp was inducted, he received an Account 
from Mr. Lingen the Secretary, that an Order was 
come over from the Duke of Dorſet, to make out 
a Patent for him for the Rectory of Ailleornan; 
Mr. Throp ſhew*d the Letter to Colonel /7” 7, 


but the Colonel inſiſted that Mr. Thorp ſhou'd not 


take out rhe Patent, being then of Op in ion that it 
wou'd prejudice his Title; Mr. Tyre deſired to 
know how the Cone! wou'd ſatisfy the Gipop of 
Killula, who at his Requeſt had ſolicited the Ce- 
verument for the Croꝛun's Tide, and who upon the 
firſt Letter's / iſcarrying, had wrote a Letter him- 
ſelf to the Duke of Horſet to obtain tlie Patent 
for Mr. Throp. The Colonel ſaid he would take it 
upon himſelf to ſatisfy the Biſhop of Killalu, but 
he wou'd by no Means allow Mr. Throp to take 
out the Patent, for his Intention was to try to diſ- 
poſſeſs Mr, Throp, by getting the Crowsn's Title for 
ſome Body elſe, which wou'd have been much more 
to Bis Profit. 


Wich this Deſign he went to Dallin, and on the 


Road called at his Brother L—e's, to whom he 
communicated his Intention, and the Advantage it 


wou'd be to him, if it ſhou'd ſuccecd; what Ad- 


vice Mr. L 2 gave him, Mr. Throp does not 
know; but a few Days after Colonel / r left 
the Country, 1 Mr. L—e ſent to Mr. Throp, to let 
him know he had ſome Buſineſs with him, When 
Mr. Throp came to his Houſe, Mr. Le and he 
walked out into the Garden; Mr. L—e then aſked 
him whether he _ ſettled with Colonel 7” 7 
about his Tithe; Mr. 2 hrop told him he had never 
ſpoke a Word to hi about any ſuch Matter, the 
Time for ſetting of Tithes being not come; that 


he really never intended to fend bis Proctor to de-

mand any Tithe from Colonel JJ-—x ; Mr. L—e 
ſai! he believed he did not, but he withed Mr. Zhrop 


had made Colonel 7 a Compliment of that 


Sort, tor he knew it wou'd have been well taken 
Mr. Throp told him he thonghs quite otherwiſe, that 
Colonel vVou'd rather have taken it ill as a 
Compliqicut very badly timed; Mr. L——e told 
him he had very good Reaſon for what he ſaid, 
Which Mr. Ii preſſed him to explain to him; 
Mr. Le chen told r. Throp how highly Colonel 
J. i reſented the Diſcourſe which he had with 
the Lady before mentioned at his Houſe, that he 
GORE d by his Manner of expreſſing himſelf 
nat Night, that he was to be more ſeverely dealt 
5 7 in his Tithe than any other Perſon in the 
Pariſh ; chis greatly ſurpriſed Mr. Trap, who told 
Mr. I. — e that Colonel V had not the leaſt 
Reaſon to think ſo from any thing he had laid 
that Night; Mr. Throp did believe he had ſpoke 
with ſome Warmth upon the Occaſion, having ſome 
Suſpicion that the Thing was intended, or at leaſt 
that the Lady imagined he came into the Living 
by ſuch Practices as ſhe mentioned, in which 
Mr. Throp thought proper to undeceive her Mr. 
£ e laid _ cou'd not blame Mr. Zhrop z his 
Brother he knew was very warm, and apt to take 
Things too haſlily, but he wou'd undertake by the 
next Poſt to fatisfy him in that Point. Mr. Throp 


told him, if he thought ſuch a Compliment as he 


mentioned wou'd be agreeable to Colonel . F, 
it he wou'd draw a Demile of the Colonel's Tithe 
ar what Rate he pleaſed, he wou'd ſign it, and 
make him a Compliment the firſt time he flaw 
Din; Mr. J. e told him he knew it wou'd be 
agreeable, that it was better not to wait till Colonel 
,. and he met, it would do as well if it

very highly pleaſe him; Mr. Throp then deſired 
Mr L 2 to draw the Demiſe, which he refuſed, 
but defired Mr. Trop, when he went home, to draw 
any ſhort Memorandum, and ſend it to him, that 
if it was not in Form he wou'd alter it; when 
Mr. Ihrop went home he drew one and ſent it to 
Mr. L——e, but as he thought Colonel 7's 
Behaviour a little extraordinary, he was determined 
to be upon his Guard, and to do nothing without 
the greateſt Caution; upon looking over the Canons 
he found it expresſly forbid “ to make a Leaſe of 
< any Part of the Tithe to the Patron, or any Body 
&« in Truſt for him, during Incumbency, or for 
c any longer than three Years, or at any notable 
« Diminution of the Value.“ Early the next 
Morning Mr. Zhrop went to Mr. L es, and 
ſhew*d him the Canon, and told him that he could 
not perfect the Memorandum which he had ſent 
him, tho' the Thing was indeed but a trifle ; for 
the Tithe of what Land Colonel J/——- held in 
_ "his own Hands was not at the utmoſt worth three 
bet Pounds a Year: Mr. L e told him he did not 
TIER think it reaſonable to aſk him, and fo gave him 
is ba K the Demiſe z Vir. 7hrop told him it was never 
WL his Intention to demand any Tithe from Colonel 
is 4 7, and that he might be aſſured he never 
[1 wou'd, but as it was contrary to the Canons to 
4 make a Demiſe during Incumbency to the Patron 
of any Part of the Living, he wou'd not do it.

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What Steps Colonel // r took in Dublin 
Mr. Throp cannot tell, but he found that it was 
known to ſeveral Perſons, that Colonel 
and he were likely to have a Diſpute about Tithes, 
and that it was ſuſpected the Colonel had a Deſign 
to dilpofſets him. When Colonel - came back 
to the Country, he did not ſhew himſelf the leaſt 
diſpleaſed with Mr. Throp, and Mr, L-—e affured 
Mr. Throp that he had ſatisfied his Brother en- 
tirely. | 1 
* a Fortnight afterwards Mr. Thrgp received 
an Account from the B:ſbyp of Killala, that there 
was ſome Perſon ſoliciting the Lords Fuſtices for 
the Crows's Title, and deſired him to come to 
Town: Upon Enquiry Mr. Throp found it was 
Mr. Mey, but by a Memorial which Mr. Throp 
delivered to the Lords Juſtices, he put a Stop to 
Mr. Mays Deſign tor that Time. 

After this, Mr. Throp was quiet for about a 
Month, and then he was aſſured from {everal Per- 
ſons, that he was to have a Law-luit with Mir. Ma//ey, 
upon the Title of the Exccutors of Mr. Shadwell, 
and that he was not to expect any Aſſiſtance from 
Colonel — „; Mr. 7hrop poke to Colonel 
2 7 ſcveral times about this, and he always 
aſſured him, that he need be under no Apprehen- 
ſions, for that Colonel Ma/Jey * wou'd not attack 
his Title without his Conſeat, and that he might 
reſt aſſured he wou'd never give it. Thus Matters 
lay till about the latter End of April, 1733, at 
which time Proctors began to view the Tithes. As 


Mr. Throp was riding through ſome Fields near 


Caſiletown, about that time, he met a Servant of 
Colonel J/——7*s reckoning ſome Sheep and Lambs 
upon the Lands of a Man, with whom Mr. Throp 
had before agreed for his Tithe z Mr. Throp aſked

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the Servant what he was doing ; he told him he was 
taking an Account of the Tiches of that Land; 

Mr. Throp told him he need not trouble himſelf. 
that he employ'd a Proctor for that Purpoſe; the 
Servant told him he did it by the Directions of his 
Maſter, from whom he underitood that the Tithe 


belonged to him. When Mr. Throp went home, he 


fent his Proctor to the Colonel to Know why he 
ordered his Servant to view the Tithes of thoſe 
Lands; Colonel — 7 deſired Mr. 7hrop to come 
ro him; when he did, the Colonel told him that the 
Tithes of thoſe Lands had always been ſet to his 
Family by every Incumbent who had been poſſeſſed 


of that Rectory before him; that they were the 


Demeine Lands which anciently belonged to the 
Family, and that he underſtood trom Mr Ee 
that he ſhould be ar leaſt upon as good a Footing 
with him as he was before; Mr. Throp told him 
that he really did never intend to ſend his Proctor 
to demand Tithe from him for the Lands which 
he held in his own Hands, and that he had told 
Mr. L--—e fo; but that it never was his Intention 
to ſet him any Tithes that belonged to any Body 
elſe. Colonel V. then told him how much 
he had loſt upon his Account; that one Perſon had 
offered him five huudred Pounds, another four hun- 


dred Guineas, and that after all he found he was 


to be in a worſe Condition by Mr. Throp's coming 
into the Living, than he was before, Mr. Throp 
told him he believed there were no ſuch Offers 
made at the time when he preſented him; that if 
there were, it made no Alteration in the Caſe ; that 
the Colonel was at his Liberty either to have pre- 
ſented Mr. Thro? or not; and that he underſtood 


he did preſent him at the Requett of the Eibe of 


Nillala, and to do a Favour to him That he 
ſhould always acknowledge the Obligation he had 
to him, but he mult take Care not to Uo any thing 
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9 
that wight be a Diſadvantage to his Character: 
W hereupon the Colonel broke out into a moſt vio- 
lent Paſſion, and {wore he ſtill had it in his Power 
to diſpoſſeſs Vir. Throp, and that he would do it, and 
that in the mean time he would take care that the 
Living ſhould be of little Advantage to him. 
Mr, Threp told him, he hoped he would conſider 
better of ſuch Proceeding, and fo left him, 

Immediately he ſent to all his Tenants, and or- 
dered them to pay Mr. Throp no Tithe, but to give 
him all the Vexation they could, and that he would | 
ſtand by chem : Theſe were very mortifying Circum- 
ſtances; Mr. Throp was poſſeſſed of a Living which 
was likely to be of very little Profit to him; 
and there were two Titles which might be ſet up a- 
gainſt him, and he utcerly unprovided for any De- 
tence, the Papers being all in Colonel V rs 
Hands. 

Mr. Throp wrote {everal Letters to Colonel J/—r 
to endeavour to bring him to better Temper, but 
to no Purpoſe: At laſt he went to the Colonel, and 
told hig, that be had one Expedient to offer, which 
he hoped wou'd ſatisfy him; that to pay the full 
Value of thoſe Jiches in iVioney as what he be- 
lieved Colonel == r wou'd not do, and to let 
tem to him under the V alue, was what Mr. Throp, 
according to et Cauuns, cou'd not do: Mr. Torep 
ſaid, he wou'd name ſome Confiderations which he 
believed wou'd not be very heavy upon the Colonel, 
tio? of equa) Advantage to Him with Mone that 
tor ſuch Conſiderations he wou'd ſet him a Leaſe 
of thoſe I ithes for three Years, which was the long- 
elt Leaſe he cou'd make to him by the Canon 
Colone] . r inſiſted upon a Leaſe during In- 
cumbency, but this Mr. Zurop told him he mutt not 
think of; that at the end of the three Years, he 
wou'd, for Conſiderations of the like Value, renew 
the Leafs, but he would do no more. This did 
not

not at all ſatisfy the Colonel, upon which Mr. Throp 
told him he wou'd never make another Propoſal to 
him: About three or four Days after Colonel Y. 
ſent to Mr. Throp and defired to know what were 
the Conſiderations which he expected; the Living 
the Year before was under Scqueſtration, and the 
Tithes of thoſe Lands were return'd to Mr. Throp 
as ſet for 17 J. and his Proctor told him he cou'd 
ſet them for 201. The Conſiderations which Mr, 
Throp demanded were, that Colone] / ſhould 
every Year, during the three Years, ſupply him 
with a ſufficient Number of Horſes and Cars for 
drawing home the Tithe of the reſt of the Pariſh 
that he ſhould deliver to him at the Glehe-Houſe a 
ſufficient Quantity of Bricks and Lime for walling 
in an Acre and an half of Ground for a Garden; 
and that he ſhould ſend him a fat Buck and a fat 
Doe every Year in the Seaſon : Theſe were the 
Conſiderations to be mention*d in the Leaſe. But = 
Mr. Throp likewiſe told him, that as he was under 
ſome Apprehenſions of a Law-ſuit, he expected the MR 
Colonel would give him all the Papers he had 8 
which related to the Advowſon, that he might pre- - 
pare for his Defence. With all this the Colonel 1 
was at length ſatisfy'd, and Mr. 7hrop made him a 
Leaſe for three Years of thoſe Tithes for the Conſi- 
derations before-mention*d. . Some Days after this, 
Colonel r ſent Mr. Throp a Bill of fome Ex- 
pences which he had been at while he was lolicit- 
ing for the Living for him; it came, as well as 
Mr. Throp remen nbers, to about 14]. The Par- 
ticulars were, for the Horſe which he gave Mr. 
is Stewart, for entering a Caveat againſt Mr. Shad- 
1 well, and for ſome Money he gave to Clerks : This 
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Fl Bill was paid by Mr. T/rop to about forty or fifty 
FF Shillings, which at that Time he had not, 
i now ſeemed perfectly pleaſed,

and aſſured Mr. Throp, 


that if he were attacked in

his Title, he would ſtand by him to the utmoſt of 
5 his Power; ; but that he need not be under the leaſt 
1 Appr chention, However, in about a Fortnight af- 
5 ter, Mr. Throp was ſerved with a Writ of Ounre 

/mpedit, brought by the Executors of Mr. SHd- 

well in favour of Mr. Maſſey; and Colonel J/—r$ 

697 retained and ſettled Attorney * was Attorney to 
the I/;it. Mr. Throp began greatly to ſuſpect that 
what he had heard of Colonel 75s being engaged 

with Mr, Maſſiy was true: He went immediately 
to the Ci/one!, and found that he had likewiſe been 
ſerved. Mr. Throp told him, that he was ſurpris'd 
to find that bis Attorney, who was throughly ac- 
quainted with his Papers and Title, ſhould be con- 

cerned againſt him. Colonel , ſwore poſi- 
tively, that it was without his Conſent, and that he 
was ſurpris'd to find it. Mr. Throp told him, that 
People believed he would hardly venture to do it 
without his Conſent ; and therefore thought that he 
could not do lets, in Juſtification of himſelf, as 
well as Juſtice to him, than utterly diſcard that 
Man, and never employ him again. Colonel Vu 1 
proteſted, with a great Oath, that he had ſo wormed 
himſelf into his Buſinefs, that he could not do with- 
out him. 

Mr. 7hrop went immediately to Dublin, ban 
ſick both of his Living and his Patron. It hap- 
pened that Mr. N s Friends had taken ſo long 
a Time to conſider of the Title, and to prepare for 
the Law ſuit, that they had ſuffered Mr. 7; Hrop to 
continue in quiet Poſſeſſion, within a few Days of 
ſix Months, before they took our their Writ ; and 
the Perſon who had the Care of it, either the Law- 
yer or the Attorney, not being very converſ:nt in 
inch Writs, returned it into a Court that had no 
Power to try it; ſo that it was in Effect no Writ. 
This Mr. Throp's Lawyers immediately diſcover'd,

and were of Opinion, that the whole Law- init was 
at an End by it; for the ſix Months being out, 
they could not take out a new Writ, Mr. Trop 
was adviſed to let them proceed as far in their Error 
as they could; but upon their making ſome Mo- 
tion“ in the King Bench, where the Writ was re- 
turned, inſtead of the Common-Pleas, the Lord 
Chief Juſtice happen'd to call for the Writ; when 


he look'd at it, he ſaid, that Matter did not come 


before him. The Perſons concern'd for Mr. M/. 
fey ſeem'd greatly ſurpris'd; but found, upon In- 
quiry, that his Lordſhip was right. All the Re- 
wedy they had, was to lay the Miſtake upon the 
Officer who made. out the Writ, who belonged to 
the High Court of Chancery, and to move the 


Lord Chancellor for Leave to take out a new Writ 


of the ſame Date with the bad Writ, and ſo to be 
within the ſix Months. This Method they took, 
but after a long Hearing before the Lord Chan- 
cellor, he declared that he did not think he had any 
Power to give them a new Writ, The Caſe was 

rfectly new, for there was not an Inſtance of ſuch 

a Thing in all the Law-books. Thus ended that 
1 after all the deep Schemes which were laid 

againſt Mr. Throp, and in which Mr. Magey's 
Friends ſeem'd very. certain of ſucceeding, 

Mr. Throp went immediately down to his Living, 
in which he expected to be no more diſturb'd, 
When he came down, he found his Patron not 
greatly overjoy'd at the Succeſs of his Clerk. The 
Uncertainty of his Tenure of thoſe Tithes did not 
at all ſit eaſy upon him; and he had now no Pro- 
ſpect from any other Quarter. This determin'ck 
him if poſſible to be upon a better footing, the 


only Way of accompliſhing which (as he thought) 


was by diſtreſſing vir. Throp into Terms: His Te- 


nants with-held the Payment of their Tithes, and

when Mr. Throp apply'd to him for his Aſſiſtance 
(which he very faithfully promis'd he would give 
Mr. Throp when he made him the Leaſe) he at firſt 
put him off, as having a great deal of Buſineſs of 
his own to mind; but at laſt abſolutely refuſed 
Mr. Throp, telling him, that he muſt excuſe him; 
for that he would not meddle at all in his Euſineſs. 
What Colonel V. r made of the Tithes which 
he held from Mr. Throp, he endeavour'd to keep 
very ſecret, which made Mr. Throp the more in- 
quiſitive into that Matter; and he found, that he 
had made forty Pounds that Year. Col. W/——r 
was now going to Parhament, and as Mr. Throp 
knew he would call at his Brother L-—e's, he 
wrote Vir. L-—ean Account of his Brother's Beha- 
viour, and defir'd him to talk to him 1n the pro- 
pereſt Manner he could about it; and likewiſe to 
let him know, that Mr. Throp was very well ac- 
quainted with the Value of thoſe Tithes which the 
Colonel held from him. This Letter incens'd the 
Colonel beyond all Meaſure, and he declar'd in all 
Companies, while he ſtaid in that Country, that 
he was determin'd to give Mr. Throp all the Uneafi- 
nels that lay in his Power. Of this Mr. TJhrop had 
an Account ſent him, upon which he determin'd to 
go to Dublin; and if he could not bring Cl. 
to better Temper, to lay the Matter b-iore the 
Biſhop of Limerick, and endeavour to get his Leave 
o put a Curate on the Living, and then ſec it for 
what he could get. In his Road he called at 
Mr. K e's, and told him Ins Deſign. Mr. 
{,—e aſked him what he made of the Living. 
Ar. Throp told him, Colonel #/-—-7 had laid juch 
Difficulties in his Way, that he had not fer it 
for quite 110 J. that Year, Mr. e then named 
two very ſubſtantial Men in the County of Lime- 
rice; and aſked Mr, Throp, if they became Te- 
nants to him, whether he would jet it for 120. 

. D 2 Mr,

Mr. Th-op told him, if he was to leave the Coun- 
try, he would be glad to have thoſe Men for his 
7-135 but he lid ſuppoſe, if they took a Leaſe 
of ti. Pariſh, it would be in Truſt for Col. ,; 
and hat he cou! | not ſet it in that Way. Mr. L—e 
told Vir. Throp, chat if he enquir'd, he would find he 
could, a d -flured him, if thoſe Men did not take 
it, he woul find very few others that would deal for it. 
Mr. T.;r»p went immediately to Dublin, and laid 
the whole Matter before the Biſhop of Killala, who 
adviſed him, before he applied to the Biſhop of 
Limerick, to 90 to Colonel /,, and preſs him 
to know the Reaſon of his Reſentment, and to 
know what he would be at. This Mr. Zhrop did; 
to which Colonel V r anſwered, that a few 
Days beſore Mr. Trop went to Dublin, upon be- 
ing ſerved with a Writ of Quare Impedit by 
Mr. Maſſey, he received an Hint from one Gar- 
land (a Tenant of the Colonel's, in whom he 
much confided) that 1t would be very agreeable to 
Colonel A ry if Mr. Throp paid him the fifty 
Shillings which remain'd of the Bill which Colonel 
r "oe him of fourteen Pounds for the Ex- 
pences he was at upon his Account, which & 4 
told him he refuſed to do; and that he had like- 
wile order'd his Proctor, if Colonel & V call'd 
to him for any Money, not to pay him: Mr. 
Throp told him, he did remember he had ſuch an 
Hint from the Perſon he mention'd, whom Mr. 


Throp aſked, at the ſame time, whether Colone! 
WF. 


him, that he was then going to Dublin, wich very 
little Money, to defend his Title, and therefore 
could not ſpare any at that Time, Mr. Throp at- 
fured Colonel . 75 that he never mention'd his 

Name 


ſent him to him upon chat Errand; that he 
told Sh he did not, but ſaid, that he had very 
good Reaſon to know that it would be very agree- 
able to the Colonel; upon which Mr. Throp Told

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Name on that Occaſion to his Proctor, but only 
gave him general Directions to get in all the Money 
he could, and keep it; that if he drew a Bill upon 
him, he might be able to anſwer it. At the fame 
time Mr. Tyrop told the Colonel, that he muſt ex- 
cuſe him, if he did not believe that to be the ſole 
Reaſon of the great Reſentment, which he was well 
aſſured he had expreſſed againſt him. The Colonel 
ſwore to him in the moſt folemn Manner, that it 
was. Mr. Throp told him, he hoped he had fatisty*d 
him in that Point. Colonel }- anſwer'd, 
that he had; upon which 4e and Mr. Throp parted, 
ſeemingly upon good Terms. Mr. Throp went to 
the Biſhop of Kala, and told him what had paſ- 
ſed ; but that he much ſuſpected their Reconcilia- 
tion was not ſincere. The Biſhop deſired him to 
try; upon which within a few Days Mr. Throp 
went back to his Living, Mr. L -—— e had wrote 
Colonel V. word of the Propoſal which he 
made to Mr. T brop for the Living, and the Colonel 
deſired him by all means to get a Leaſe at that 
rate, and offer himſelf as Security. Mr. Throp 
called at Mr. IJ. —es upon his Return home, and 
told him, that he hoped Colonel V. rand he 
were reconciled, and that he was going back to his 
Living. Mr. Ie aſked Vir. Throp what he 
thought of making a Leaſe of it upon the Terms 
that he propoſed. Mr. Throp told him, that as he 
reſolved to reſide upon it, he would not make a 
L.caſe of it to any Body. 

Some time after Chri/tmas 17 33-4, Colonel V. 
came home from Parliament, and began, in a 
more open Manner than ever he had acted before, 
to diſtreſs Mr. Threp as much as poſſible; he ſent 
his Servants publickly round the Pariſh to take an 
exact Eſtimate of the Value of it, and to treat 
with ſome Perſons for Leaſes, not doubting but 
that he ſhould in a ſhort Time force Mr. Throp to 
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make ſuch a Leaſe as he deſired. All this Mr- 
Throp ſaw, but endeavour'd as much as poſſible to 
keep upon Terms of outward Civility, that Colonel 
W— r might have no Excuſe for any violent 
Acts, if he ſhould attempt them; but it was all to 
no Purpoſe, for he was determin'd to break with 
Mr. Throp. 

About a Month after he came home, he ſent 
two of his Servants one Evening to Mr. 7; hrop's 
Land, and order'd them to ſeize to of his Mares, 
and carry them to Pound. Mr. Throp met the Fel- 
lows after they had ſeiz*d them, and aſked them 
where they were carrying his Mares ; they an- 
ſwered to Pound, upon three Attachments iſſued by 
Colonel 7's Seneſchal ;* two at the Suit of 
Colonel V. , and one at the Suit of his Groom. 
Mr. 7hrop, in order to prevent the Mares going to 
Pound, immediately ſent ſeveral Perſons to be Bail 
for their forth- coming; but the Colone] refuſed to 
take them, and deſired thofe Perſons to let Mr. 
Throp know, that there were but z7wo Men in the 
Manour whom he would take, neither of whom he 
thought Mr. Throp could prevail upon to offer 
themſelves Bail. Mr. Throp went to the Houſe of 
one of them, whoſe Name was G d (an Attor- 
ney, and Son to that G 4 mentioned before) to 
whom he had lately Jone ſome Service, and with 
much-ado prevailed on him to go to Colonel ., 


and offer himſelf Bail, and to know why he be- 


haved himſelf after ſuch a Manner, and upon what 
Account h Attachments were brought, Colonel 
Wu being at that Time in Mr. Throp's Debt. 
About Eleven a-Clock at Night G 4 brought 
Mr. Throp a Note from the Colonel to the Pound- 
keeper to diſcharge the Mares; and told Mr, 
Threp, that one of the Attachments was for a FI 
of Rum and ix Lemons, which Colonel A.

had 
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had ſome ſhort time before lent to Mr. Throp : The 
Occaſion whereof was this; Colonel being 
invited to dine with Mr. Thrsp, brought a Man along 
with him who did not like to drink Claret ; and 
Mr. Throp having no Punch, the Colonel lent up to 
his Houſe for a Bottle of Rum and fix Lemons, 
which bis Gueſs drank, and for which he then 
brought an Attachment againſt Mr. Throp : (His 
other Attachment was for a T reſpaſs ; he ſaid he 
could prove, that about a Year before Mr. Throp's 
Horſes were ſeen ſeveral times upon his Land; and 
his Groom's Attachment was for ſetting Mr. Th hrop's 
Razors while Mr. Throp was at Colonel 7s 
Houſe. The Reaſon the Colonel gave for his Re- 
ſentment was, an unmannerly Anſwer which he ſaid 
Mr. Throp's Servant gave to one of his, who was 
ſent to borrow ſome Turf from the Man with 
whom Mr. Throp lodged. Mr. Throp ſent him word 
he would ſend his Servant to him, and that if he 
did not clear himſelf, he would turn him off. The 
Colonel ſaid, he was ſatisfy*d that it was true, and 
that he believ'd he did it by Mr. Throp's Directions, 
and that he would hear nothing either from him or 
his Servant. Mr. Throp ſent him a Bottle of Rum 
and /ix Lemons, and defir'd to know what he charg'd 
for the Damage of the Tre/pa/5, and what his Ser- 
vant charg'd for ſetting his Razors. The Colonel 
ſent word, that it was ſomething within thirty-nine 

Shillings and Eleven-pence Three-farthings, (which | 
was the largeſt Sum that could be ſued for in his 
Manour-Court;) whereupon Mr. Throp deſir'd 
G-—-4 to let the Colonel know, that he would not be 
impos'd upon in that Manner, and that he would fee 
how he could recover ſuch a Demand,

of his Money. When Colonel r thought 
Mr. Throp had ſufficiently felt how much he was 
able to diſtreſs him, he had a Mind to try how his 
Pulſe beat as to the Leaſe.

that he acted in a double Capacity for his Maſter,

and his Judge who was to determine them; when the 
Day came upon which the Manour-Court was to be 
held, which was the 1oth of April, 1734, Mr. 
Throp attended, and juſt before the Court was 
open'd, he was ſummoned by one of the Bailiffs to 
appear to three Actions more, at the Suit of Co- 
lonel Z/— 's Groom. Mr. Throp defir'd to know 
what the Colonel's Demand was for the Treſpaſs, 
what was the Grooms Demand for ſetting his Ra- 
zors, and what was the Cauſe of the three new 
Actions which were brought againſt him. The 
Segeſchal told him, that the Plaintiffs wou'd declare 
the next Court-day, that he ſhould know then, 
but not before. When the next Court-day came, 
which was the 1/ of May following, Colonel 
HW r filed one Declaration for Treſpaſs for 
45. II d. 3. The Groom ſplit his Demand for 
ſetting the Razors into four Actions, and declared 
upon each for 45. 11 d. 2. Mr. Throp took Copies 
of the Declarations, and ſent them to Dublin to a 
Lawyer for Advice. As ſoon as the Court broke 
up, one of the Balliffs came upon Mr. Throp*s 
Lands, and ſeized his z7wo Mares a ſecond time, 
upon four Attachments more at the Suit of Colonel 
M. Mr. Throp ſent the Seneſchal Bail, and 
deſired to know the Cauſes of the four Attachments: 
The Sexe/chal ſent him Word he ſhould know in 
Court, but that he would not tell him at that 
time. 

Mr. Throp, fretted and harraſſed with ſuch vexa- 


tious Proceedings, was ſeized with a violent Fever, 


which his Phyſician believed thoſe Proceedings were 


the Occaſion of; notwithſtanding which the Colonel 's 
Managers would give him no Reſt, but ſent their 
Bailiffs while he was lying in that Condition to 


ſerve him with Notice to appear at the Manour- 


Court, and prepare for the Trial of thoſe Suits. 
Mr. Throp's Lawyer ſent him a Notice with which 
* f he

he deſired the Sexe/chal might be ſerved, which was 
at his Peril to proceed upon thoſe Actions, they 
being ſplit contrary to Law, With this Mr. Throp's 
Attorney ſerved the Seneſchal, when he opened the 
Court, to which he paid no Regard, but ſaid he 
would immediately try the Actions. Mr. Zhrop's 
Attorney inſiſted on his Right to a Day co plead 
to the Declarations ; but the Sexe/chal wou'd not 
allow it him: He ſaid, as the Actions were under 
five Shillings, he had a Right to try them in a 
ſummary Way without a Jury, and that he wou'd 
do fo. Mr. Zhrop's Attorney objected to ſuch a 
Trial; but the Seneſehal ſaid it was the Practice 
of that Court, and ordered the Plaintiffs Witneſſes . 
to be called. Ore of Colonel 's Servants 
appeared for Him, and ſwore that he ſaw Mr. hrop's N 
HFHorſe about a Year before upon his Maſter's Land, 
and that he believed he committed Treſpaſs to the 
Value of 4s. 11 d. z. upon which the Sene/chal 
gave Judgment with Coſts for the Plaintiff The 
Groom being abſent, the Cook appear'd for him, and 5 
ſwore that he ſaw the Groom ſet Mr. Throp's Ra- I 
Zors, and that he believed he deſerved 45. II d. 2, 
as he demanded in his Declaration; upon which the 
Sene/chal gave Judgment with Coſts. The Cook 
ſwore the ſame upon the ſecond Action, and the 
Seneſchal gave the ſameJudgment. When the 7zhird 
Action was called, the Cook could not be prevailed 
upon to {wear any more, upon which Mr. Throp's 
Attorney moved for a Diſmiſs, which he had a E 
Right to, neither the Plaintiff nor any Witneſs for +: 
him appearing, to proſecute; but the Seneſehal re- 5 
fuſed to give him a Diſmiſs, and reſpited the Ac- q 
tions, till the Groom ſhou}d come home. 

It pleaſed God that Mr. Throp recovered from 
his Fever; when he firſt fell ill his Phyſician or- 
dered him to be bled and vomited, and for that 
Purpoſe he ſent for one K-, a Fellow who was

ting Blood, and an Under-Tenant of Colonel 
H/——7*s: This Fellow bled Mr. Throp, and ſtaid 
with him while he took a Vomit, and made him 
ſome Ptiſane and Almond. Milk; he complained 
to Mr. Thyop, that the Perſon, to whom his Rent 
was aſſign'd over by Colonel , preſſed him 


very hard, and threaten'd to drive him; that Perſon 


being indebted to Mr. Throp, Mr. Throp gave 
K——y a Note upon him for a Guinea to be al- 
lowed in his Rent, for which he was at that time 
very thankful. 

Mr. Throp being able to go abroad, gave Notice 
to his Pariſhioners to meet him at a publick Houſe, 
in the Pariſh, to pay their Tithes, it being the 
Beginning of July, 1734, which is the Seaſon for 
that Buſineſs, The Day before the Pariſhioners 
were to meet, Colonel V. 
Waterford ; and having received an Account how 
Matters ſucceeded in his Manous-Cvurt, he was de- 
termined to make further Uſe of it; but firſt he 
ſent round the Pariſh to forbid his Tenants to meet 
Mr. 7hrop, or to pay their Tithes. When Mr. 


Jyhrop came the next Day to the Place appointed, 


he found very few People gathered; but he had not 
been long there, before Colonel r appeared 

attended by 64 the Attorney, and A—— y the 
Bleeder. The few that were come, he immediately 


ent home, forbidding them to treat for their T'ithes, 


Mr. Throp's Proctor, who was the only Servant he 
tad with him, came to him and told him, that he 


durſt not ſerve him any longer for fear of offending 


Colonel e. Mr. Throp then deſired the Man 
of the Houſe to get him his Horſe; but that, the 
Man told him, with the Bridle and Saddle, had 
been juſt carried to Pound upon ſeveral Attachments 
flued by Colonel W. rs Seneſchal ; ſo that 
Mr. Trop, who was not above a Fortnight out of a 

E 2 Fever, 


came home from 
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Fever, was, to the great Merriment of the Colonel 


and his Company, obliged to walk home, which 


was near three Miles, in his Boots. When he came 
upon his Land, he found the Colonels Bailiffs 
driving all his Stock to Pound, by Virtue of above 
thirty Attachments. Mr, Ti hrop apply'd to ſeveral 
Perſons to be Bail for the forth- coming of his Cattle, 
but they all told him, "_ durſt not, for fear of 
offending Colonel V 

Mr. Zhrop then ee at whoſe Suit the ſeveral 
Attachments were brought. He found that /wenty- 
2 were at the Suit of K———y the Bleeder, who 


ſaid he had been at Mr. Tyrop's two and twenty 


times while he was ſick, for which he . two 


and twenty Crowns. 


Another Tenant of the Colonel's, who was by 
Trade a Barber, brought /ix Attachments againſt 
Mr. Zhrop for ſetting his Razors, after the Example 


of the Groom. 
Another brought five Attachments tor Cyder. 


Mr. Throp about a Year before had bought two 


Hogſheads of Cyder from this Man, for which 
he paid him four Piſtoles ; but the Man now ſaid, 
that tho* Mr. Throp had beat him down to two 
Piſtoles an Hogſhead, yet he had never ſaid he 
would take it; that he had got forty Shillings for 
the ſame Cyder, and that he would make Mr. Thy op 
pay him as much; he ſaid likewiſe that Mr. Throp's 
Hogſheads held fome Gallons more than uſual : 


His Charge for which, together with the fix. 


Shillings, of which the four Paltoles for the two 

Hogſheads were ſhort, amounted to ſeventeen Shil- 

lings, for which he brought iv, Attachments. 
Another brought an Attachment for a Pig. Mr. 


Throp ſent to him to know how he came indebted 


to him for a Pig, The Man told him, that a 
Servant of his about a Year before had kilPd one 


of his Pigs: Mr. Throp aſked him why he did not 


bring

bring his Attachment againſt the Servant ? the 
Man ſaid his Maſter (meaning Colonel Y 


told him, that Mr. Throp was his Mark, and that : 
he would make him pay him: Mr. Throp told him 


that he thought himſelf ſo much oblig'd to him 
for not bringing an Attachment for every Briſtle ; 
that he would immediately pay him his Demand, 
and deſired him to let his Maſter know it. 

Another brought an Attachment for {ix Sill, 
which was the "only Debt that was juſtly due in 
the whole. 


As Mr. Throp could get no Perſon to be Bail 


for his Cattle, they muſt all have died in Pound 
before the next Court Day ; the only way he had 
to preſerve them, was to pay every one his De- 
mand, which he did, with the Coſts of the ſeveral 


Attachments, to the Sexe/chal and Bailiffs, whoſe 


Offices now began to be very conſiderable. 
Mr. 7Throp not being able to go himſelf, ſent 
two Gentlemen, his Friends, to pay off the ſeveral 


Demands, and ſee his Cattle taken out of Pound: 


When they called on K——y, they aſk'd him how 
he came to uſe Mr. Thyop in that Manner; be told 
them that Colonel W r had forced him to do 
it, and that he durſt not deny him any thing. 

The next Day after the Cattle were brought 
home, they were all drove to Pound again upon 
five Attachments, which another of the Colonels 


Tenants brought for 25. 94. which Mr, Throp 
ow'd him: This Mr. Throp paid with the Coſt, 


which was much greater than the Debt, and got 
his Cattle again out T of Pound. 

The next Day X--—y the Bleeder took out 
fourteen Attachments more, which he ſaid he had 
before forgot; theſe were for viſiting Mr. Throp 
fourteen times, about #wo Years before, when he 
was ill of an Ague at Colonel /— 's Houſe, 


Mr, Throp's Servant, who had the Care of his 
Stock, 
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( aÞ.) 
Stock, had Notice that the Bailiffs were coming to 
ſeize them; upon which he drove them all into 
the Parſonage-Houſe, and a large Celler that joins 
it: The Bailiffs finding no Stock upon the Land, 
inquired what was become of them, and were in- 
form'd that they were lock'd up in the Houle : 
They went immediately to Colonel //, with 
the Account where the Cattle were beſtowed ; and 
in a ſhort time after came back to the Houſe, with 
a Warrant under his Hand to ſearch for a ſtolen 
Sheep: Upon the Servant's refuſing to open the 
Doors, they broke them open, took out all the Cattle 
and drove them to Pound. 

Mr. Throp ſaw that it was in vain for him to 
releaſe his Cattle, for Demands to be ſure would 
have been endleſs; he went immediately to a 
Lawyer to know what Remedy he had againſt ſuch 
Proceedings : The Lawyer adviſed him to let the 
Cattle lie in Pound, and to oblige K—— y to pro- 
fecute his Actions in the Manour-Court; before the 
Court Day, to ſend for an Attorney to Limerick, 
to whom he would give Directions how to act. 

Mr. Throp had now but 7ws Mares left, which 
he kept for his own riding, to do the Duties of 
his Pariſh 3 theſe he kept upon Lands out of the 
Manour of Caſtletown, where he was forced to re- 
tire and take Lodgings, but his Friends in the Manour 
were determined to have them. 

Mr. Throp*s Proctor, when he left him, had Notes 
in his Hands unaccounted for to the Value of fifty 
Pounds. Mr. Throp trequently called upon him 
to bring in his Accounts, which he ſaid he was pre- 
paring, and would bring in very ſhortly. At 
laſt he came to Mr. Throp and brought a Bill of 
above thirteen Pounds, which he ſaid Mr. 7hrop 
owed him, and demanded immediate Payment : 
Mr. Throp caſt his Eye over the Bill, and found 
that the greateſt Part of the Charges was for Ser- 
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vices which belong'd to his Office, as a Proctor, 
and for which he had paid himſelf: The reſt were 
for Services which he was not ſtrictly obliged to do 
as a Proctor, but which every Clergyman who 
keeps a Proctor would expect from him. Mr. 


Throp aſked him whether he had brought in his 


Accounts? He told him he had not, but that he 
would ſoon bring them in: Mr. 7hrop deſired him 
to do it immediately, that when they were ſettled, 
if any thing appeared to be due to him, he ſhould 
be paid. The Profor told him he muſt be paid im- 
mediately, and deſired Mr. Throp to remember he 
had come to demand it, and ſo went away. 

The next Morning one of the Bailiffs of the 


 Manour of Caf letozun came to Mr. Throp's Lodging, 


and ſeiz'd his 72yo Mares, Mr. Throp aſk'd by what 
Authority he ſeiz'd his Mares? He told him he had 
an Attachment trom the Sheriff at the Suit of the 


Proctor, and named the Perſon, one Z/—e, who 


had iſſued the Attachment. Mr. Throp offered to 
Gentlemen who were with him as Bail; the BaihfF 
ſaid he was order'd to take no Bail, Mr. Throp aſked 
him where he would carry his Mares? he anſwer'd, 
to the Manbur- Pound of Caſtleton. Mr. Throp told 
him, he had no Right to carry them thither, that 
being out of the Sherif*s Juriſdiction: The Bailf 
laid, :hoſe were his Orders, and jo carry d them off. 
As ſoon as they were brought within the Manonr, 
the Proctor laid fxty Attachments upon them, iſ- 


ſued by Colonel / ——?*s Seneſchal, and drove them 


to Pound, 

Mr, Throp wrote to the Sheriff, to let him know 
that one Y/—e had iſſued an Attachment in his 
Name, by colour of which 2 Mares of his were 
ſeiz*d and carry'd to the Manonr-Pound of Caftle- 
town, at the Suit of one P-, a Proctor, and 


deſired to know whether he had given that Man 


a Power to iſſue Attachments, and if he had, to 
take 
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take Bail to the Action, and order his Mares to be 
enlarg'd? The Sheriff wrote in Anſwer, that: he 
had given no Authority to any /uch Man to iſſue 
Attachments (ſo that the Attachment was forg'd) 
and wrote to the Bailiſf at his Peril to enlarge the 
Mares; but they were then ſecure in the Manour- 
Pound of Caſtletown, with /ixty other Attachments 
upon them, and the Seneſchal would not releaſe 
them. Mr. Throp had now no Stock of any kind 
left; but he had an Orchard of a conſiderable 
Value, and a Garden very well ſown, the Care of | 
which, together with the Graſs of his Land, was = 
committed to tu Servants z one of them (he that 
was accus'd for killing the Pig) met the Man who 
brought the Attachment upon that Account : He 
aſked how he could anſwer it to his Conſcience, to 
make his Maſter pay for a Pig, which he knew he 
had fatten'd, kilPd and eat. The Man ſaid, he had 
not: Mr. Throp's Servant aſked him, whether he 
would take his Oath that he had not; the Man laid 
there was no Occaſion to do that but in Court Aye, 
faid Mr. Throp's Servant, you do what you pleaſe 
with my Maſter when you get him there. Upon which 
the Fellow went to Colonel / x, and told him 
that Mr. Throps Servant ſaid, there was no Juſtice to 
be had for his Maſter in his Court. An Information 
was immediately given in, and the Colonel iſſued his 
Warrant againſt Mr. Throp's Servant, and ſwore 
he would whip him ſeverely if he were taken. The 
Man had Notice of it, and ran away; when the 
Conſtables came to take him, and did not find him 
upon the Land, they ſeiz'd the other Servant, upon 
Pretence that he had given Notice to the 3/7 to run 
away. When he was brought before Colonel //-- x, 
he aſked him, how he came to ſerve ſuch a Scoundrel ? 
The Man ſaid, he did not think it a Crime to ſerve 
any Perſon for honeſt Bread : The Colonel told 
him, if he did not find the other Rogue, he would

. This he gave to his Servant, and ſent him to take 
3 care of his Orchard. As the Man paſſed through 
1 Caſtletows, the Colonel met him, and order*'d him 
immediately to be ſeiz'd: The Man produced the 
Superſedeas; the Colonel faid he would not regard 
it, and immediately order'd an Horſe and Car to 
be got, to which he ſaid he would tie him, and

The Man ſaid that he did; 0 
that it was becauſe he had no other Way of ſaving 
himſelf from being whipp'd, and that he would 
not leave his Maſter: Upon that the Men went 
away, and in about an Hour after there came even 
or eight Men very well provided with Czdzels to 
Mr. Throp's Lodging, to ſearch for his Servant, 
and brivg him back to Caſtletoꝛon. Colonel [/—r 

and 


E 


and G the Aitorney came juſt after them, and 
{topp'd at about two or three hundred Yards Diſ. 
tance from Mr. Throp's, to ſee, as Mr. Throp ima- 
gined, if any Reſiſtance would be made. Mr, Throp 
having had Notice of their coming, had fent his 
Servant to the Houſe of a neighbouring Juſtice of 
the Peace for Protection; but ſeeing that he could 
not keep his Servant, unleſs he ſuffer'd him to be 
whipp'd, by which he knew he would be ſeverely 
abuſed, he thought it better to diſcharge him for 
that Time, and keep him afterwards privately in 
his Houſe till he could do himſelf Juſtice. 

There was one Mr, Collis, a Clergyman, who 
jodg'd in the ſame Houle with Mr. Throp: This 
Gentleman went out to the Men, and affured them 
that Mr. Throp's Servant was not in the Houſe, 
and therefore deſired them not to diſturb him by 
ſearching it, but to go to Colonel , and 
let him know, that he paſſed his Word and Honour 
to him, that Mr. Throp ſhould diſcharge his Servant 
that Day: The Men went and deliver'd the Meſ- 
tage to the Colonel, upon which he drew off his 
For ces. 

The next Day Mr. Throp's other Servant came 
to him, and told him he durſt not ſerve him an 

longer, and Mr. Throp having inquired round the 
Country for Servants, could not get one that would 

2 venture to ſerve him, every one Adcclaring that he 
BE was afraid of Colonel W—r. Within a tew Days 
g 213 Orchard was entirely plunder'd, and every thing 
in his Garden taken away, and in a ſhort Time the 
{;raſs of his Land entirely eaten up: Some part of 
s Land was ſown with Corn, but he could not get 
en to weed it, fo that the Corn was quite choak d. 
He had Meadows, but could get no- body to mow 
them; ſo that at the latter end of the Seaſon (at 
winch Time the Colonel went out of the Country, 
and by that means Mr. Throp got 2 few Hands) 
F 2 | the 
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C203 
the Corn hardly bore the Expence of Reaping, or 
the Meadows of Mowing. 

The Sexeſchal having appointed a Day for the 
holding of a Court, which was the 2 3d of July 1734, 
Colonel JJ 7 went early to the Court ; and No- 
tice being ſent that Mr. Throp intended to come 
there with a Lawyer and Attorney, and ſeveral other 
Gentlemen, the Scneſchal told him that the Court 
was adjourn'd; Mr. Throp aſked him upon what 
Account; he ſaid, becauſe he was not at Leiſure to 
hold it. Mr. Throp's Lawyer told the Seneſchal, 
that he had no Right to keep Mr. Throp's Cattle in 
Pound; that his Mares were brought there by 4 
forg'd Attachment; ; and that his Houſe 20 broke 
open, and his Sheep and Cows by that means taken 
out and carried to Pound: Of this there were In- 
tormations deliver'd to the Seze/chal; but he would 
take no Notice of them : he ſaid as he found the 
Cattle in his Pound, if Judgment was given for the 
Plaintiffs, he would fell them. Mr. 7hrep then 
offer'd 72wo of the Gentlemen who were with him 
to be Bail for the Cattle; but he ſaid he would take 
no perſonal Bail, except thoſe who lived in the 
Maucur, and none of them, he knew, durſt be 
Bail for Mr. Throp. As ſoon as Mr. Throp a alighted, 
there was one Attachment laid upon his Hlurſe, an- 
other upon the Caddle The Gentleman who own'd 
the Horſe happening to be with Mr. Throp at the 
Court, he claim'd his Property, and had the Horſe 
reſtor'd; but the Perſon who owned the Saddle not 
being there, the Sexe/chal kept it till the next Court- 
Day; and when Mr. Throp's Servant was leading 
Off tne Horle, G the Attorney, who was con- 
cern'd for the Plaintiffs, called to the Sexe/cha!, and 
aſked him how he came to let the Bridle go. 

When the Day came to which the Court was 
adjourn'd, Mr. Throp attended with his Attorney; 
when the Court was open'd, the Seneſchal enter'd 
. leventy- 
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ſeventy-five Actions in his Book againſt Mr. 2, _ 
but would not proceed to Trial till | Colonel HW 
came: At length the Colonel appeared, accom 
nied by a numerous Ravble, who, from all Parts of 
his Eftate, attended him upon that Occaſion, Ken- 
2edy's Actions came on firſt : He ſwore he viſited 
Mr. Throp fourteen Days, and for each Day brought 
a ſeparate Action. His Demand was now no longer 

a Crown; for that would have given the Seneſchal 
hs Trouble of calling à Fury : He only aſked four 
Shillings, which he {wore he deſerv'd; and the Se- 


neſchal thinking it a very reaſonable Demand, gave 


Judgment with Coſt upon every Action, Mr. 
Throp and his Attorney put the Sene/cbal frequently 
in mind, that it was z//egal and unjaſt to ſplit a 
Demand which was an entire one, and for Services 
of the ſame Nature, into ſuch a Number of Suits ; 
but it was to no Purpoſe, the Seneſchal would not 
take any Notice of them. 

The Pro&or's fxty Actions came on next: His 
Demand was thirteen Pounds ſeventeen Shillings for 
ſeveral Days ſpent in Mr. Throp's Buſineſs, Mr. 
Throp deſired that the Proctor might be aſked upon 
his Oath, whether moſt of thoſe Services, for which 
he charged Mr. Throp, were not his Buſineſs as a 
Proctor for which he was paid? But the Seneſchal 
refuſed that: He ſaid if the Man would ſwear he 
had done thoſe Services for which he brought his 
Actions, it he thought his Demand reaſonable, he 


would give him Judgment with Coſt, which he ac- 


cordingly did in ſixty Actions. Mr. 7 brop and his 
Attorney put the Sexeſchal frequently in mind, as 
betore, of the Illegality of dividing a Demand 
into ſuch a Number of Actions, both as it was op- 
preſſive to the Perſon againtt whom they were 
brought, and uſurping a Juriſdiction which did not 
belong to him (for by ſuch Methods a Manour-

but it was all to no Purpoſe, Mr. 7hrop had ſeventy - 
_ Suits with Caſts determin'd againſt him in one

The Colonel did not honour the Court much with 
his Preſence till towards the Evening, from which 
Time he ſtaid there till it broke up, which was not 
till near 7welve a-Clock at Night Mr. Throp took 
an Opportunity before him, to tell the Seneſchal that 
his Proceedings were illegal, and that he might de- 
pend upon it, be would call him aud every one con- 
cernid with him in thoſe Proceedings to a {evere Ace 
count. Upon which the Colonel got up, and told 
the Sene/chal, that he had a Right to fit in his, the 
Seneſchal's Chair, and that be would not allow him 
to ſuffer any one to ſpeak but by his Attorney; and 
if any one did fo, he ſhould immediately tie him Neck 
and Heels; upon which Mr. Throp did not think 
it ſafe any more to mention ſuch ungrateful 
Things. | 

The Rabble attending Colonel /——#x and his 
Court, to ſhew their Readineſs to oblige 7heir 
Maſter inſulted Mr. Throp in all the Ways they 
poſſibly could; ey threw Dirt and Turf, and 
ſuch Things as they could get, at him: Upon 
which, Mr. Throp called upon the Colonel, and told 
him he came there to anſwer the Suits of fome of 
his Tenants ; that he thought he had at leaſt a Right 
to have his Perſon protected from Inſults, and that 
he then got up to demand his Protection as a Ye 
of the Peace; to which the Colonel anſwered, that 
it was impoſſible for any-body to infult him; that 
he was a Rogue, and he knew him to be one, and 
that no-body could inſult him: To which Mr. Throp 
did not think it ſafe to make any Anſwer. When the 
Court broke up, Mr. Throp beg'd the Protection of 
one Mr. P u, a Fuſtice of Peace, who happen'd 
to be with Colonel Z/—— at the Court that Day; 


Mr. Throp deſired him to ſce him fate to the Houſe

of a Gentleman, which was a ſmall Diſtance from 
the Court, where Mr. Zhrop's Horſes were. This 
Mr. P-—-z did, and by that Means Mr. Throp 
eſcaped from the Rabble. 

The next Morning about Eleven o Clock, Mr. 
Throp went to the Court, to fee what was become 
of his Cattle; but before he came, they were all 
drove off, and the Seneſchal told him he had fold 
them. Mr. Throp defired to know to whom, and 
for what Prices; as likewiſe what the ſeveral Ac- 
tions with the Coſts amounted to; but he could 
never get an Account of any of them from that 
Day to this. _ 

Mr. Throp had no Suits now depending in the 
Manour-Court, but the four Attachments, upon 
which the Colonel ſciz'd his Mares ſome Months 
before; both Mr. Throp and his Attorney frequently 
called upon the Seneſchal to know the Cauſes of 
Actions, and that they might be brought to Trial, 
but to no Purpole : At laſt, after they had been 
kept in Court for fix Months, the Sene/chal told 
Mr. Throp's Attorney that the Colonel had non- 
ſuited himſelf, Mr. 75rop's Attorney then demanded 
Coſts, but the Szze/chal would give him none; ſo 
that Mr, Throp had his Attorney to pay for /ix 
Months Attendance, beſides lome Caſts to the Court, 
without ever knowing upau what Account thoſe Ac> 
tions were brought gain. Hamm. 

Mr. Throp had nothing now left that could be 
a Prey to the Manour- Cour it happening by 
good Fortune tnat it had no Power over his Perſon, 
0 that the Colonel was to look out for new Ways 
to Diſtreſs him, in order to eflect what he 2 publickly 
{wore he would do, which was the driving Mr, 
Throp out of the Country in leſs than a Year. 

It might have been expected that after ſo much 
Oppreſſion as Mr. 7 7 orop had ſuffered, and in ſo 
publick a Manner, in the Face of the whole Country, 
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(49) 
0 Clergyman would have been found to join 
with Colonel V. in diſtreſſing him farther ; 
but his old Friend Myr. George My was ſtill to be 
had : This Man, at the Inſtance and F. ncouragement 
of Colonel A 7, preſented a Memorial to the 
Lords Fuſtices, offering to prove a Title in the 
Crows to the Rectory of Kilicornan, and to carry 
on the Suit at his own Expence, if a Patent were 
granted him for it: At the ſame Time a broken 
Tenant of Colonel V r, one G— d (Father 
to the Attorney G before- mentioned) not 
Worth a Groat, inſtituted a Suit of Simony againſt 
Mr. Throp in the Spiritual- Court in Limerick The 
Biſhop deſired Mr. Throp to ſtay in Limerick, and 


to bring the Suit of Simony to Iſſue as ſoon as 


poſſible, and wrote himſelf to his Grace the Lord 
Primate, to prevent a Patent being granted to 
Mr. My, till Mr. Throp could come to Dublin, 
and be heard before the Lords Faſtices : This 


| greatly obſtructed their Deſigns, which they thought 


were very well laid; for as Mr. Throp's perſonal 
Appearance in Court was neceſſary in the Suit of 
Simony, it being a Criminal Accuſation, if Mr. Throp 
had gone to Dublin to prevent a Patent being 
granted to Mr. 1 —y, he muit have run into Con- 
tempt in the Court of Limerick; and if he ſtaid 
there, they expected to have got a Patent without 
any Obſtacle. 

Mr. Throp immediately appeared to the Proceſs, 
and demanded that the Articles of Simony ſhould 
be exhibited againſt him; but the Proc Tor for the 
voluntary Promoter ſaid, rhey were not ready ; upon 
which there was a Rule made, that zhey ſhould be 
brought in the next Court Day. 

Colonel J/——7 finding Mr, Throp ſtill obſti- 
nate, and being aſſured that he intended to bring 
the Proceedings of the Mancar-Court into the 
King*s-Bench, where the Perſons concerned in them

would be ſeverely puniſhed, began to be inclined 
to an Accommodation; one, Mr, P- (the Ju 
tice of the Peace, who protected Mr. Throp at the 
Manour- Court) a Relation of the Colonel's, came 
to Mr. Throp at the Aſſizes, which were holding 
at that time in Limerick, and told him he was ſorry 
tor the Diſpute between him and Colonel Z/ ry 
that he believed the Colonel would refer it to any 
to Clergymen in the Dioceſe; he ſaid he had no 
Authority from Colonel ..—-- 7 to make ſuch a 
Propoſal, but that he was ſure his Friends could 
prevail upon him to agree to it: Mr. Throp an- 
ſwered, that ſome time ago, he might perhaps have 
hearkened to ſuch a Propoſal, but at that time he 
could not; there was a Suit of Simony inſtituted 
againſt him in the Spiritual-Conrt of Limerick, 
which every one knew was at the Inſtance of Co- 
lone V -r, and carried on at his Expence. 
That if after all the ill Uſage Mr. Th-op had fo 
publickly received, he ſhould at that time come to 
2 Referrence, every one would with Reaſon 1ma- 
gine, he did it upon the Account of Colonel 
J/———j*s being able to prove the Simony againſt 
him. Mr, P——-z anſwered, the Libel ſhoula be 
withdrawn. Mr. Throp told him that he would 
take care it ſhould not be withdrawn till it was 
regularly diſmiſſed by the Court. The Colonel, it 
is probable, had Notice of this; and when Mr. 
Throp came from the Aſſizes, he found all the 
Windows, Window-ſhuts, and Frames of his 
Parſonage-Houſe, with moſt of the Doors, broke 
to Pieces. 

The Day for holding the Confiory-Court was 
now very near, and Articles were to be prepared 
againft that Time, which they were very much at 
a Loſs for. G d the Attorney came to Limerick 
to inquire from the Proctors what would make Si- 
20ny 3 it is not to be doubted but he went home 
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well inſtructed, and the Articles exhibited were, 
that Mr. Throp had given Colonel V r twelve 
Pounds for preſenting him to the Living; this was 
the Bill 10 Expences which Mr. Throp paid Colonel 
V. Ihe other Article was, that Mr. 2 rop 
had . a e to Mr. L e, in Truſt for Co- 
„previous to his Preſentation, of the 
Tithes of Fo three Plowlands of . aſtletozon, for 
a Peper-corn a Year during Incumbency, which 
Leaſe ſhould be produced in due Time. This was 
indeed an Seeg Article, being the very thing 
Wiich Colonel W was endeavouring to force 
from Mr. Throp, by all the Acts of Oppreſſion be- 


fore-mentioned ; and the voluntary Promoter himſelf 


Twas one of the Witneſſes to a Leaſe for three 
Tears, by which Colonel W——r held thoſe Tithes 


for valuable Conſiderations. 


When they had prepared their Articles, there was 
another Difficulty in their way, which was how 
G d might go to Limerick to exhibit them, 
for his perſonal Appearance was as neceflary in 
Court as Mr. Throp's, and the Man was fo much 
in Debt that he durſt not appear; but Colonel 
u obtained a Protection from the Mayor of 
Limerick tor G d againſt all Actions for 7weaty- 
four Hours So he appeared in Courr, and exhibited 
his Articles, Mr. Throp immediately ſent them to 
Doctor Tyotier, and deſired him to draw an Anſwer 
to them. 

The Anſwer Doctor Gets ſent was an £Ex- 
ception to the Libel, upon Account of the Leaſe, 
mentioned in one of the Articles, not being affix*d to 
it, wich was neceffary to be done before Mr. Throp 

could be oblig'd io anſwer. At the next Court-Day 
Mr. Throp moved , upon an Affidavit of the notorious 
bad Circt inſtances of the voluntary Promoter, that 
he ſhould be obliged to give in Security for Mr. 
Thr - Colts, it he did not make good his Arli- 

cles 5

tles; but as they were determined to give no Secu- 
rity of that Sort, and likewiſe could not produce the 
Leaſe, the voluntary Promoter never appeared 
more; upon which Mr. Throp, after an expenſiv- 
Attendance of near three Months, according to the 
Forms of thoſe Courts, obtain'd a Diſmiſs, and 
was left to ſue Mr. G——4 tor his Damages and 
Coſts. | 
While Mr. Throp was attending the Spiritual 
Court, a very extraordinary Event happened at 
Caſtleto tun An old decrepid Weeding- Woman was 
caught, by one of Colonel H/--#*s Servants, ſtealin 

Apples out of his Orchard; the Servant brought her 
immediately before the Colonel to have her whip'd, 
but the Woman very prudently recollected, or ſome 
other Perſon recollefled for her, that ſhe was able to 
ſwear, that Mr. Throp ſome Months before at- 
tempted to raviſh bee: Mr. Throp has been in- 
form'd, that the firſt Information which was drawn 
was of an actual Rape, but that it was after con- 
ſidered, that an Information of a Rape, committed 
ſome Months before, would not do, upon which 
it was altered to an Attempt of a Rape; but be 
that as it will, the Voman did actually make In- 
formation of a violent Attempt of a Rape upon 
her by Mr. Throp, whilſt ſhe was weeding in his 
Garden about three Months before. Colonel 
did not iſſue his Warrant upon the Information, 
but the Uſe he made of it was, to carry it about 
him, and produce it in all Companies, for the En- 
tertainment of himſelf and his Friends. 

It was now the latter End of October, 1734, and 
Michaelmas-Term began to draw near, in which 
Mr. Throp was reſolved to bring thoſe oppreſſive 
Proceedings before the King Bench. The Servant, 
whom Colonel V/ had forced Mr, Throp to 
diſcharge, began to ſerve him publickly again. 


Mr. Throp being gone to Limerick, to meet his 
8 Lawyer, 
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(44 
Lawyer, left his Man behind him to take care of 
the Horſes, which, in a few Days, he was to 
ride to Dublin: While the Man was feeding them 
at the Place where they ſtood, 2 Conſtablcs came 
and ſciz'd him, by Virtue of a Warrant from Co- 
loncl V, and brought the Man before him. 


The Colonel ordered him immediately to be ſtrip'd, 
and tied to a Tree. The Man aſked him whar 
he was going to do to him; the Colone] anſwered 
to whip him; the Man aſked him for what ; the 
Colonel ſaid for abuſing the old Woman Who had 
ſwore an Attempt of a Rape againſt his Maſter. 
The Man offered to make Oath that he had not 
{cen the Woman ſince ſhe made that Information, 
and deſired ſhe might be brought to his Face and 
examined. The Colonel ſaid ſhe ſhould not be 
brought, that he believed her, and that he would 
whip him: Upon which, without ever producing 
the Woman, or her Information, he ordered one 
of his Baiiifls to cut ſome Black-thorn Buthes, and 
give him an hundred Strokes; there being no Black- 
thorn Buſhes near the Place, the Bailiff cut ſome 
Sallies, and brought them, The Colonel gave the 
Bailiff half @ Crown to do his ors well, | and flood 
by to fee it perfor md. At laſt the Pail; told the 
Colonel, that he believed the Man had got enoagh ; 
but the Colonel, not being fully ſatisfied, ordered 
him to give the Man weuty Strokes more for his 
Maſter's Sake, and ſwore if he was there, he would 
uſe hin: in the ſame. Manner; the Bailif obey'd, 
and afterwards untied the Man, 

Mr. Throp in a few Days after went to Devlin, 
and the Colonel immediately followed him; as ſoon 
as he came io Town, Privilege being in, he ſerved 
Mr. Throp with a Notice, that his Sencſchal was his 
menial Servant, and at his Peril to proceed againſt 
him; zbere is legally no Privilege again ſuich Com- 
plyints as Mr. Throp'ꝭs, hey being brought in the 

Name 


„ 

Name of the King ; but Mr. Throp was adviſed not 
to depend upon that, there having been ſome In- 
ſtances, when ſuch Things were voted Breaches of 
Privilege ; but to move againſt all the reſt who 
were concerned elther as Suitors or Attornies in the 
Maubur- Court; that the whole Oppreſſion, and every 
Perſon concerned, would be as much known by 
that Means, as if they had been moved againſt, 
and that the Term following Privilege would be 
out, and then the Colonel and his Menials might 
be called to an Account. 

The Complaint was received in the A7ng's-Bench 
with the greateft Indignation, as the Proceedings were 
the ot iniquitous that ever came before that Court. 
The Delinquents were ordered to ſhew Cauſe, on 
the ſecond Day of the next Term, why an Attach- 
ment ſhould not iſſue againſt them. 

The Colonel, enflam'd with Rage to Tee himſelf 
and his Manour-Court fo abus'd, "ſwore publickly 
in Court he would put a ſhort Iflue to that Com- 
plaint, by hanging Mr. Zhrop the next Aſſizes for 
a Rape; he had forgot he had ſhew'd the Exa- 
mination for an Attempt of a Rape to fo many 
Perſons, otherwiſe Mr. Throp might have been in 
ſome Danger. Mr. Zhrop upon an Affidavit, that 
Colonel / had made ſuch a Declaration, pe- 
titioned the Lord Chief Juſtice Rogerſon to call upon 
Colonel V. r for any Informations that he had 
taken of ſuch a Fad, and to take Bail for Mr. 
Throp's Appearance at the next Aſſizes, but Colonel 
| went out of Town before my Lord Chief 

Fufiices Letter could be delivered to bim. 

The Complaint of Colonel V. 7*s ſeizing 
and whipping Mr. Throp's Servant came before the 
Lord Chancellor, as it was an Abuſe of his Power 
as a Juſtice of the Peace, The Lord Chancellor 
wrote to Colonel / , to anſwer upon Oarb 


to the Charges which Mr. 2, rob made to im; but 
inſtcad 
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inſtead of making any Affidavit himſelf, he ſent, as 
a Defence, the Affidavits of ſome of his Under-Te- 
nants and Servants : Theſe Perſons admitted the 
greateſt Part of Mr. Throp's Charge, and to the 
reſt returned ſuch Anſwers as plainly appeared to 
be Evaſions. The Deſign of Mr. Throp's Appli- 
cation to the Lord Chancellor, was to have Colonel 
r turned out of the Commiſſion of the Peace, 
but being a Parliament-Man, by the Interpoſition of 
a Perſon in a very high Station, that Affair was 
reſpited. 

Mr. Throp prefled to know what the Lord 
Chancellor would do, and the Aſſzes being near, the 


Lord Chancellor referred the Hearing of the Com- 


plaint to the Judges who went the Munſter Circuit, 
and this at Colonel F/- ——-;*s Deſire, Mr. Throp 


attended at Limerick with his Witneſſes, at a great 


Expence, to have the Complaint heard; but the 
Colonel, upon an Affidavit that he had not timely 
Notice, and therefore could not bring his Witneſſes, 
had the Hearing put off. 

, Tt was neceſſary that the Perſons whom Mr. Throp 
ſued in the King*s-Bench ſhould be ſerved with 
Copies of the Afﬀidavits, and Rule made againft 
them, three Weeks before Hilary-Term, on the 
ſecond Day of which hey were to make their De- 
rence. 

Mr. Throp wrote to ſeveral Perſons in Limerick, 
to try to get his Friends of Caftletown ſerved, and 
offer'd a conſiderable Reward to any one that would 
do it, but they all wrote him Word not to think 
of it, that hey could not for any Conſideration get 
Men to go to that Place upon ſuch an Occaſion. 
Mr. Throp had therefore no Way left but to go 
himſelf. Four Days before Chriſimas he left Dublin, 
and being not at all expected upon ſuch an Errand, 
he furpriſed G-——&d the Attorney, K——y the 


Bleeder, and P——It the Proftor, who were the 
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principal Delinguents, and ſerved them himſelf 


with the Affidavits, and Rule made againſt zhem. 


Colonel . 7 was greatly concerned for his 
Friend G 4, who had been a principal Ma- 
nager for him through the whole Affair: In order 
therefore to trighten Mr. Throp from proſecuting. 
him, he ſent him a Notice that G- d was his 
Servant, and that the ſerving of him was a Breach 
ot Privilege. 

The Notice being ſomewhat extraordinary, both 
for the Stile and Spelling, Mr. 7hrop ſets down an 
exact Copy of it in every Particular. |

The Colonel, ſtill ſolicitous for his Friend &, 
to prevent an Attachment being iſſued againſt him, 
ſerved the Officers of the Court of King's- Bench, 
that is, the Clerk of the Crown, who was to Gen 
the Artachment, and the Tip-faff who was to ex- 

ecute it, with a Notice of Privilege in His Favour, 
and ordered them to obſerve that Reſpect which 
was due to him and his Servants, 

On the three laſt Days of that Term Privilege 
was out, and then Mr. Throp moved againſt the 
Colonel, and his Menials, and the ſecond Day of the 
following Term was affign'd hem to make their 
Defence, there being but a few Days in which Pri- 
vilege was out. Mr. T, brop went immediately to 
hunt for the Colonel, whom he had ſcarcely any 
Hopes of being able to ſerve 3 when he came into 
the Country he ſtop'd at a Gentleman's Houle, about 
a Mile from Colonel -—7*s, where he was in- 
form'd, that his Friends at Caſplerown were greatly 
alarm'd, that the Perſons againſt whom the At- 
tachments were ordered, and thoſe who were to 
make their Defence the next Term, were in Gar- 
riſon at the Colonel's Houle, well arm'd to defend 
themſelves againſt any one who ſhould come to exe- 
cute the Attachments, or to ſerve the reſt with any 

Order from the King's-Bench. Mr. Throp was de- 
termined to make an Attempt to ſerve the Colonel, 

and therefore deſired the Gentleman to lend him a 
freſh Horſe, and a Caſe of Piſtols for himſelf, and 
another for his Man ; with which he immediately 
rode to Colonel - 's, to prevent (if poſſible) 
their having any Notice of 'his being 1n the Country : 
As he rode through Caſtlerown, he met the Proctor 
with a Blunderbuſs, and axother Man with a Gun, 


but neither of them offered any Violence; a few 
ö Yards

Yards from the Door of his Houſe he met the 
Colonel, who ſeem'd greatly aſtoniſhed to fee Mr. 
Throp, but more ſo when he ſerved him with the 
Rule and Affidavits. Mr. Throp immediately turn'd 


his Horſe about, and rode through the Town of 


Caſtletotmun, no-body making any Attempt upon 
him; he then thought he was very ſafe, but he had 
not rode above half a Mile, when, from the Point 
of an Hill, which was fenced from the Road by a 

uickſet-Ditch, a Shot was made at him; the 
Ball paſſed cloſe by his Ear, and, as he thought, 
graz'd his Hat, for he could very diſtinctly hear it 
bruſh by him: He turned quickly about, but 
could fee no-body upon the Hill; there were ſeve- 
ral Men ſtanding in a Field on the other Side of 
the Road, directly facing the Place from whence 
the Shot was made; to theſe Mr. Throp called, and 


aſk'd who made the Shot, to which they made no 


anſwer, Mr. Throp did not think it fate to venture 
over the Ditch, as he did not know how many 
more might have been in the Cover, but rode off 
to Mr. B.—y's, a Juſtice of the Peace for that 
County, whoſe Houſe was very near; when he 
came there, he told him what had happened, and 
deſired Mr. B—y to ſend for another Justice of the 
Peace, and the high Conſtable, from whom he might 
get the Names of the Inhabitants of thoſe Lands 

from whence the Shot was made. = 
The Fuſtices, Mr. B—y and Mr. // Ds 
ſummon'd ſeveral of the Inhabitants of the Lands, 
and upon Examining them got very probable Proot 
that the Shot was made by one 7 1 11, 
who was Park-keeper to Colonel 7” r ; there 
was one Perſon who {wore he ſaw him riſe out of 
the Cover from whence the Shot was made, with 
a Gun in his Hand, and run from thence 1a his 
Waiſtcoat, ſtooping down by the Hedge-tide to- 
wards Colonel /———7's Houſe: This was con- 
ET. Hrm'd 
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firm'd by the Information of another Man, who 


ſwore he ſaw a Man run off from the Hill from 
whence the Hot was made in the ſame Manner, 
but that he was at too great a Diſtance to ſwear po- 
ſitively to him. There were ſeveral Perſons who 
gave Information of the Place from whence the 
Shot was made, and that while they were talking 
together, 7wo Men came from Caſtletoꝛun, and in- 

uir'd what was become of Mr. Throp, and who, 
upon the Perſons aſking who made the $ho7, told 
them it was 7— Z-—s ; the Juſtices ſent im- 
mediately to ſummon thoſe Men, and when the 
Conſtable was bringing them to the Fuſtices with 
ſome others, there came a Man from Colonel 
IF. 78, with Orders, that no Perſon ſhould go 
upon any Summons to Mr. B——y's, till they firſt 
came to him; upon which the Perſons ſummon'd, 
who were all Tenants to Colonel V. 7, went 
away. The Conſtable came to the Fuſlices, and 
told them after what Manner the Perſons ſummon'd 
went away. The Faſtices waited to fee whether 
any of them would appear; in the Evening two 
Women, who had been ſurmon'd, came and told 
the Juſtices upon what Account they went away 
from the Conſtable, that Colonel J/———r Tas 
their Landlord, and that they muſt obey him. They 
were examined as to what the Colonel laid to them; 
they ſaid he aſk'd what they knew concerning the 
Shot, which was no more than that they heard it 
Rom ſuch an Hill, but did not know who made 
it, any further than that they were inform'd by

There were five Perſons who did not obey the 
Summons, upon which the Fzfices iſſued their 
Warrant againſt hem, and when the Conſtabie went

Colonel T — 's Hand; fo that Mr. Throp was 
to wait for their Teſtimony till the Aſſizes: While 
the Juſtices (who ſtil] continued to ſummon the In- 
habitants of thoſe Lands, in order to get the beſt 
Evidence they could before the Aſſizes) were ex- 
amining ſome Perſons who were brought before 
them, G d the Attorney, againſt whom there

He 
anſwered, he was ſent by Colonel V 7, to 
Mr. B y, with a Copy of an Information, 
iworn by one of the Colonel's Manour-Bailiffs, the 
Purport of which was, that it was Mr. Throp's 
Servant that made the Shot at him. Mr. B-—y 
deſired him to let Colonel , know, that he 
had "taken above twelve Informations from his 
Tenants, who were upon the Spot, to the contrary, 
that he was making the beſt Inquiry he could into 
that Matter, and ſhould be glad of any Aſſiſtance 
from him, upon which & 4 went off: The 
next Day Colonel J/——r ſummond all the Per- 
ſons who had been before Mr. B—9, and Mr. 
), and took freſh Examinations from hem, 
contrary to what they had before ſworn before Mr. 
B——z, and Mr. V ; he then went to 
the Aſſizes, and was put upon the Grand Fury, and 
when the Informations, which were taken by Mr. 
B , and Mr. 1 p, and returned to the 
Clerk of the Crown, were ſent up to the Grand 
Fury (in order to have a Bill found againſt the

Throp, for an Attempt to raviſh her, was theſe 
Aſſizes ſent up to the Grand Jury, but not return'd 
as taken before Colonel / , but before his 
Friend Mr. P—— », but the Grand Jury thought 
proper ro throw out the Bill. Mr. Throp called 
to the Cierł of the Crown for the Recognizances of 
the Perſons to whom Colonel V r ee 
Super ſedeas's againſt the Warrant of Mr. B 
and Mr. 79; but Colonel e 
no Recognizances for their Appearance to the Clerk 
of the Crown, /o that their Teſtimony was entirely 
7 PPI ee 'd, 
On the ſecond Day of the Term following, which 
as Eaſter-Term, Colonel / Er appeared in 
the King*s-Bench to make his Defence, and after a 
full Hearing the Judges all agreed to order an 
Attachment againſt him. The Cauſe was heard 
upon a Txeſaay, and the Friday following the Ac- 
count came to Colonel , and that Night 
Mr. Throp's Par/onage- Houſe, and every thing in 
t, was ournt down to the Ground, 

Mr. Throp applied to my Lord Chief Juſtice 
Roger ion, to order lome of the Neighbouring Jul- 
tices to inquire into the Fact, and to fend what 
Examinations they took up to him; but no Diſ- 
covery has been made, nor could they get any 
other Informations, than that the Houſe was burnt 
on ſuch a Night, and that no Perſon had lived in 
it for above three Weeks before; for the Servant, 
whom Mr. 7;rop left to take care both of it and 
his Land, was fo ſeverely beaten by the People of

About a Week after the Attachment was ordered 
againſt Colonel V. „, he mark'd a Writ 
againſt Mr. Throp, directed to the Sheriffs of the 
City of Dublin, tor forty Pounds, as due for near 
twelve Months Diet and Lodging, given to Mr. 
Throp and his Servant, upon which he was ar- 
reſted. 

Mr. Throp was never at Colonel 7. s 
Houſe, till about a Fortnight after the Colonel pre- 
ſented him, which was about the latter End of 
Auguſt, 1731, when he-came there upon that Oc- 
caſion with Mr. L 23 and about the latter End 
of April following, when he was put into Poſſeſſion 
of the Living, he took Lodgings at an Houſe in 
the Pariſh, ſo that the whole Space does not con- 
tain above eight Months; within that time Mr. Throp 
is ſure, from a very exact Computation, that he 

it was not at Colonel W. 7's above rwelve Weeks, 
ih and within that time the Colonel both lay and was 
1 entertain'd at Mr. Throp's Lodging, in the King's- 
| County, as he was going to and returning from 
Dublin, and could not but know that Mr. Throp 
bi aid for his Diet and Lodging there, at the ſame 
| time that he charg'd him for Diet and Lodging at 
4 bis Houſe where he happened occaſionally to be, 
as well upon Colonel Z/-——7*$ Bulinets as his 
OWN. 

But beſides this, about a Week after Mr. Throp 
took Lodgings in the County of Limerick, he re- 
ceived an Hint from & d (the Colonel*s Te- 
nant and chief Confident) that he knew it would be 
very agreeable to the Colonel, it Mr. Throp made 
him a Preſent of that Year's Tithe of thoſe Lands 
which the Colonel called his Demeſne Lands, putting 
Mr. Throp in mind at the fame time of the kind 


E. ntertainment which he received from Colonel 
FF ems Zo

IJ ——, Mr. Throp being well ſatisfy'd that 
G——4 gave him that Hint by Directions from 
the Colonel, immediately drew a Receipt for enty 
Pounds in full for that Year's Tithe, which the 
next Day he preſented to Colonel V. r, and 
which the Colonel very courteouſly received. 
Colonel! having nothing under Mr. 
Throp's Hand, by which he could demand the Sum 
of Forty Pounds, it was neceſſary, before the Writ 
could be mark'd, that an Affidavit ſhould be made 
of ſome Conſiderations given to Mr. Throp, for 
which that Demand was made. The Colonel, not 
liking to make ſuch an Afﬀidavit himſelf, got the 
Servant, whom he formerly employ'd upon the like 
Occaſion in his Manour-Court, to ſwear for him; 
the Subſtance of whoſe Affidavit was, that he had 
ſeen Mr. Throp entertain*d at Colonel V 7's 
Houſe for near #welve Months, and that he be- 
liev'd ſuch Entertainment was worth forty Pounds. 
The Court, however, did not think proper to hold 
Mr. Throp to bail upon ſuch an Affidavit, but 
left the Colonel to proſecute his Action without 
Bail. He has fil'd his Declaration in the Excheguer, 
and declares that he does not in the leaſt doubt but 
he ſhall obtain a Verdict for that Sum in the County 
of Limerick, where the Action mult be try'd. 
About ten Days after the Attachment was order'd 
_ againſt Colonel Z/——7, Privilege was out, upon 
which he and his Friends, under the ſame Sentence, 
went into Garriſon to his Houſe, which they forti- 


to execute the Attachment, they ſa the Garriſon, 
but durſt not venture to come near it. 
Notwithſtanding the great Indignation expreſſed _ 
by the Court of King's-Bench, when this Scene of 
lniquity was open'd to them, and tho? the Pro- 
| as ceedings

ceedings were now become exceeding publick, and 
all Men were aſtoniſh'd at ſuch Oppreſſion exer- 
ciſed in the Face of a whole Country; yet the Co- 
lone! continued to make Uſe of his Privilege, as a 
Member of Parliament, to protect himſelf and bis 
chief Accomplices, ſuch as M—— the Seneſchal, 
M. M-—73 his Groom, and & d the Attorney, 
Sc. And when the time of Privilege was expir'd, 
they all, as before-mention'd, retir'd into the Co- 
lonel's Houſe, and there kept a Garriſon arm'd to 
defend themſelves from the Execution of the At- 
tachment order'd againſt them by the Court of 
King's- Bench. In order to put an End to this, 
Mr. Throp -determin'd to preſent a Petition to the 
Members of the Honourable Houſe of Commons, who 
were to be aſſembled in Parliament the ſeventh of 
October, 1735, ſetting forth the many and great Loſſes 
and Oppreſſions which he had ſuſtain'd by the Co- 
lonePs making ule of his Privilege, as a Member of 
Parliament, in a moſt illegal Manner, and praying 
fuch Relief as ſhould ſeem beſt to their great Wil- 
dom. But the Colonel, who had Reaſon to ſuſ- 
pect ſuch a Deſign in Mr. Throp, determin'd to do 
all he could to prejudice the Members againſt him, 
and to hinder him (if poſſible) from receiving any 
Favour or Redreſs from them. Accordingly the 
firſt Day of the Seſſions, the /eventh of October, 
1725, the Colonel made a Complaint to the Houſe 
of Commons, againſt Mr. Throp, for commencing 
(as he ſaid) a Suit, during the Time of Privilege, 
againſt himſelf, and G d who was an Attorney 
of the Court of Exchequer, and whom he now called 
his menial Servant. | 

This Suit which the Colonel complain'd of, was 
that which Mr, Throp commenced in the King's 
Bench, againſt this G 4 (the Fellow who was 
Attorney to the /eventy-five Actions) P — I the 
Proctor, K the Bleeder, and others, 8 
| che 
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the Colonel had not at that time thought fit to adopt 
for his Servants, and for which the Court of King's- 
Bench had order'd them to be attached. 

Mr. Throp, as he had all along in the Proſecu- 
tion of his Complaint in the King's-Beuch, againſt 
the Colonel and the reft of the Delinquents, taken 
great Care not to proceed either againſt him or 
any of his Menials during the time of Privilege, 
ior tear of giving any Occaſion or Colour for a 
Complaint of that kind, was well fatisfied that the 
Colonel's Deſign, in making this Complaint, was 
like the reſt of his Proceedings, litigious and op- 
pre//ive, and contrived on purpoſe to plague and 
put him to Expence. When the Colonel had in- 
quir'd how the Matter, in relation to zhe pretended 
Breach of Privilege, ſtood, and talk'd to ſome of 
his Friends and Adviſers about it, he began to be a 
little doubtful, whether he ſhould be able to get 
it voted a Breach of Privilege. However, in order 
(if poſſible) to puniſh Mr. Throp, and to put him 
to more Expence, he makes a ſecond Complaint, 
in about a Fortnight after, againſt Mr. Throp, for 
aſſaulting (as he ſaid) F s NM. „ and 
D——42 8 % two other Servants belonging 
to the Colonel, about two Years before. 

This, with the firſt Complaint, was order'd by 
the Houſe of Commons to be heard on the 625 

Day of November following. 

Mr. Throp, tho' intirely innocent, was at a Lofs 
how to defend himſelf againſt ſuch a general Com- 
plaint as this laſt was, no particular Time or Place 
being mentioned, when or where this ſuppoſed Aſ- 
fault was committed by Mr. Throp, nor would the 
Colonel vouchſafe to let him know any thing about 
it. This made Mr. Throp a little uneaſy at firſt, 
having already too dear an Experience of the 
 Diſhoneſty of thoſe Fellows in the Proceedings in the 


Colonel's Manour-Court, and therefore was well 
: 1 I latisfied

ſatisfied that hey would not ſcruple ſaying any 
thing to Mr. Throp's Prejudice, eſpecially 1 in Favour 
of their Maſter Colonel . Mr, Throp how- 
ever was in ſome hopes they would be a little more 
aw'd by appearing before an Houſe of Commons, 
than they were before the Seneſehal of the Colonel's 
Manour-Court, who was only their Fellow-Servant, 
and in Expectation ſtill to make them act honeſtly it 
poſſible. Mr. Throp obtain'd an Order from the 
Houſe of Commons to have all Witneſſes that ſhould 
be produced on either Side examined in the moſt 
ſolemn Manner. | 

About this time the Proclamation which was 
iſſued the 19% Day of September, 1735, with a 
Reward of one hundred Pounds, therein offered 
by the Lord's Juſtices and Council, tor diſcovering 
the Perions who burnt Mr, Throp's Glebe: Houſe, be- 
gan to have ſome Effect. For in the Beginning 
of November, 1735, while the Colonel was attending 
the eee a very full Information was given

Juſtices of the Peace for the County of Limerick,

Mr. B——y, ſome time afterwards hearing that 
one of P 1's Accomplices ſtill continued to 
keep privately about Caſtietowun, tent ſome Men in 
the Night- time to ſeize him, which they accordingly 
did, and brought him to Mr. B s Houle. 
But one P u, the Juſtice of Peace before- 
mention'd, a near Relation of Colonel V r's 
and who now in his Abſence ſupplied his Place, 
hearing this Fellow was taken, rid immediately to 
Mr. ÞB s Houſe, and aſked him to join him 
in Bailing 4; Fellow, which Mr. 5 y abſo- 
lutely refuſed, it being a Matter of high Treaſon, 
and therefore not bailable. When P „ found, 
that Mr. B ———y would not take upon him to 
bail the Fellow, but was going to ſend him to 
Goal, he began to be much troubled, 4% the Fel- 
low being font there ſhould perhaps diſcover the whole 
Myſtery © of Iniquity, which, for ſome Reaſons, he 
was well 3 would not be agreeable to Colonel 
92 * 1 therefore told Mr. B ”, 
ſince he would not venture to bail the Fellow he 
would, and as ſoon as 55 had taken his Information, 
he would ſend him a Copy thereof with his Recog- 
nizance, upon which Mr, B——-y gave the T. loro 

up 
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up to P——4x, who brought him home with him, 
and fending for the reſt of his Companions, took In- 
formations from them directly, contrary to what 
had been ſworn before Mr, B-—— 7, but never 
committed any of them to Goal, or took any Re- 
cognizance from them for their Appearance at the 
Aſſizes. = | : 
The /ixth Day of Navember, being the Day ap- 
pointed by the Honourable Houſe of Commons, tor 
hearing both the Colonel's Complaints, Mr, Throp 
attended the Hoxourable Committee, with his Lawyers 
and Agents, in order to make his Defence, and the 
Colonel likewiſe attended with his; when the Com- 
mittee met, Colonel /——7*s Lawyers were firſt 
call'd in, and deſir'd to proceed and make good 
the Complaints made by their worthy Member. 
Which in order to do, they (the Lawyers) firſt 
deſir'd the Afﬀidavit of Mr. Throp, fil'd by him in 
the Court of King*s-Bench, thould be read, by 
which (they, ſaid) it would evidently appear to be 
a Libel againſt heir worthy Member, there being 
ſeveral ſcandalous Charges therein againſt the Colo- 
nel, which very much ſullied his Character; and 
therefore, tho* Mr. Throp had not made any Com- 
plaint, either againſt the Colanel or any of his 
Meniali, during the Time of Privilege (which they 
admitted Mr. Trop had not done) yet his even 
ſuffering this Affidavit of his to be read, in the 
Time of Privilege, againſt K —— 9, P=——/l, 
G——84, and others, who were not protected by 
any Privilege of Parliament, was a high Indignity, 
and Aſperſion on the ColonePs Reputation. After 
Mr. Throp's Affidavit had been read to the Honour- 
able Committee, the Lawyers tor the Colonel de- 
ſir'd the Colonel's own Affidavit, which he filed in 
the King*s-Bench (upon coming there to ſhew Cauſe 
why an Attachment ſhould not be granted againſt 
him) might alſo be read, by which (they ſaid) 5 
h wou

would appear that the Colonel had very fully clear'd 
himſelf of the ſeveral ſcandalous Charges men- 
tion'd in Mr. Throp's Affidavit (tho* the Judges of 
the Court of King s-Bench were fo far from think- 
ing this Affidavit of the Colonel clear'd him from 
the Accuſation of Mr. Throp, that after a long 
Hearing they unanimouſly order'd him to be at- 
tached, or the very Reafons given in his own A 
Javit.) After theſe Affidavits were read, the next 
thing inſiſted upon by Colonel /-——7r's Lawyers 
was, Mr. Throp's appearing in the King's Bench by 
his Csuncil in the time of Privilege, and oppoſing 
the Colonel's ſhewing Cauſe why the Attachment 

ſhould not be granted againſt Him. | 
It was admitted by Mr. 7hrop's Council that he 
had appear'd in Privilege, but had not commenced 
any Suit in his own Name, either againſt the Co- 
ſjonel or any of his Menials; that the Suit, inſti- 
tuted in the King's-Bench, was in the Name of his 
Majeſty, wherein legally no Privilege was to be 
allow'd But ſuppoſing it to be in *the Name of 
Mr. 7hrop, he was at that time in the Nature of a 
Defendant only, therefore even in ſuch Caſes no 
Privilege is ever allow'd, for if it was, the Conſe- 
quences would be extremely fatal to the reſt of 
Mankind, as in this Caſe of Mr, Thyop, for if be had 
not appear'd by his Council when the Colonel came 
to ſhew Cauſe, and ſupported the Facts in his At- 
fidavit againſt what was offered by the Colonel's 
Lawyers, the Court would have concluded the 
Complaint was groundleſs, and taken off the At- 
tachment, by which Means the principal Delin— 
quents, ſuch as the Sereſchal, and G -——- , would 
have eſcaped Puniſhment, and Mr. 7hrop have been 
jeft to ſue a Parcel of the Colonel's Bai, ifs, and 
broken Tenants, not worth one Groat, for his Da- 


mages. 
This 
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This being all the Colonel had to offer in Vin- 


dication of himſelf, his Lawyers were ordered to 
proceed to that Part which related to his Friend 
G-—-9, and in order to ſhew he was the Colonel's 
Servant, M———1, ane of the Fellows in whoſe 
Favour the ſecond Complaint was made againſt 
Mr. Throp, was call'd in and examined upon Oarh. 
The Fell ſwore he ſaw a Letter of Attorney with 
G———4d, in January, 1734, to receive Colonel 
V. 7's Rents, but what the Date of it was 
he could not tell, being intirely illiterate: Nor did the 
Colonel offer to produce this fictitious Power; and if 
E - had ſuch a Letter of Attorney, Mr. Throp 
had no Notice thereof, nor of his being his Ser- 
vant, till after he had ſerv'd him with the Order 
from the King's-Bench; for tho* the Colonel had, 
before Mr. Throp made his Complaint to the King's- 
Bench, ſerv'd bim with a Notice of Privilege, in 
Favour of his Seneſchal and Groom, yet he never 
mention'd this G, and Mr. Throp had not 
the leaſt Reaſon to ſuſpect he was a Servant of the 
Colonels, the Fellow having a Houſe of his own within 
a Quarter of a Mile of Colonel 's, where 
he conſtantly reſided, and was an Attorney at that 
time of the Court of Exchequer z beſides, if Mr. 
Throp had actually commenced his Complaint in 
che Time of Privilege, either againſt the Colonel, 
or any of his Menials (which he did not) he could 
not have been guilty of a Breach of Privilege, be- 
cauſe there is no Privilege in ſuch Caſes as Mr. 
Throp's, the Suit being in the Name of the King, 
as it was an Offence againſt the Publick; for what 
could be a greater Offence, than for an inferiour 
Court to uſurp a xe Juriſdiction, Zo levy Money 
under Colour of Law, and thereby commit the greateſt 
Oppreſſion under Shew of Fuſtice? The puniſhing 
ſuch enormous Crimes as thele, is the proper Buſi- 
neſs of the Court of King's-Bench, where his Ma- 


If 
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jeſty is ſuppoſed to preſide in Perſon to correct all 
Miſbehaviour of inferiuur Courts, and Offences a- 
gainſt the Publick, and therefore ſuch Proſecutions 
are always carried on in 4is Name. After Mr. 
Throp's Lawyers had ſhewn how trifling this Com- 
_ Plaint was, S y, another Servant of the Co- 
lonel's, was call'd in and examin'd as to the /econd 
Complaint; but neither he nor the other Fellow 
(M-——7) ever attempted to ſwear that Mr. Trop 
had even threaten'd to aſſault either of them; all 
that they ſwore was, that about that time 2 
Years, while their Maſter Colonel J/——r was 
in Dublin, attending the Parliament, they had im- 
pounded Mr. Throp's* Horſes for Treſpaſs, and 
that thereupon Mr. Trop threaten'd to complain of 
them to the Colonel when he came home, and to 
have them turn'd away. When Mr. T, hrop S Law- 
yers were heard, and had ſhew'd plainly, how fri- 
volous theſe two Complaints of the Colonel's were, 
the Queſtion was put for the Chairman's leaving 
the Chair, and carried in the Afirmaiive; not 
above rwenty Perſons having divided in Favour of 
the Colonel, and mott of thoſe had ihe Honour to be 
nearly allied to him. 

Thus ended the Colonel's Complaints, and after 
a moſt troubleſome and expenſive Attendance, for 
above zwo Months, beſides the Lots of above fifty 
Pounds, which it colt Mr. Throp to make his De- 
fence, he found himſelf till 8 any Redreſs, 
and had no other Comfort, but that of finding he 
was not lodg'd in Newgate, which Colonel V. 
declar'd he would, amongſt the common Thieves, 
if he could have got him voted into Cuſtody, 

The Colonel, however, determined that Mr. 
Throp ſhould ſee that he was not the only Perſon 
who was to feel, how much it was in the Power 
of a Member of Parliament to oppreſs. When 


Mr. Throp was driven out of his Pariſh, by the 
malicious 
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malicious Proceedings of the Colonel, his Tenants, 
and Servants, he was torced to go and take Lodg. 
ing at the Houle of Mr. G e E S, a 
Farmer, in that Country, out of the Juriſdiction 
of the Manour-Court of Caſtletoꝛun. This honeſt 
Man was a Tenant to V. m B „ Eſqr; a 
Gentleman of very good Fortune and Character in 
that Country, and who had exerted himſelf, with 
great Juſtice and Courage, in defending Mr. T op. 
With this Mr. E 
lodg'd above πτπẽ. Months, at which the Colonel 
was greatly incenſed, that any one ſhould dare to 
entertain Mr. Throp, with whom he was fo highly 
diſplcaſed, and therefore reſolved ſome time or other 
to puniſh Mr. E——s ſeverely; and accordingly 
when the Colonel made his Complaint to the Ho- 


nouravle Hauſe of Commons, againſt Mr. Throp, be, 


under Pretence of examining this Man as a Wit- 
neſs, ſent a Summons for both lim and his Son to 
attend the Committee, which the) accordingly 
obey*d; but during the whole Debate, neither the 
Father or Soxgwere aſk'd one Queſtion, the Colonel 
being well ſatisfied, that if they had been examined, 

their Teſtimony would have done him no Service. 

So after a long Journey of about one hundred and 
fixty Miles, and being kept in Dublin three Weeks 
from their Buſineſs, they were oblig'd to go home 
without being paid one Farthing of their Expence 
by the Colonel. Whatever Deſign Mr. Throp bad 


to lay a Petition before the Members of the Ho- 


nourable Houſe of Commons, theſe, and all other 
Schemes were brought to an End, by his being 
| obliged to retire to  Glaneſivin, a Country-Village 
near Dublin, to intend the Care of his Health. 
The cruel and uninterrupted Perſecution which Mr. 
Throp had undergone for three or four Tears, and 
which, without the leaſt Provocation, was carried 
on with all the Tranny my Opprej/ion that the moſt 
rfernal 


s, Mr. Throp dieted and' 
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infernal Malice could ſuggeſt; tlie continual Fatigues, 
both of Body and Mind, which he endur'd, and 
the many Journeys he was oblig'd to take at all 
Hours, both by Day and Night, in order to de- 
fend himſelf againſt his Tormentors, who were not 
ſatisfied with plundering all his Fortune, burning 
his Houſe, and attempting to take away his Life, in 
open Defiance of all Law; all this at length ꝓuite 
brake his Heart, and brought on him a violent 
Conſumption, under which having linger'd for ſome 
Months, he died the 234 of January, 1736, in the 
32d Year of his Age. I am not ſurpriſed that a 
Report ſhould be very induſtriouſly ſpread, that 
Mr. Throp died of a Fiſizla, when I conſider that 
this Report is ſet about by ſuch as are nearly allied 
to the grand [n/irument of this Iniquity. Certainly 
they ſhould be glad to ſhift the Imputation of 
Murder from their werthy Ally, leſt, when Gop 
maketh Inquiſition for Blood, their whole Tribe 

ould be called to @ ſevere Account but I appeal 
to all thoſe who were acquainted with Mr. Threp 
during his Troubles, and particularly to %% Gen- 
tlemen who attended him as Phyſicians during his 
Illneſs, whether he was not nurther'd by Oppreſſion. 
A few Hours before Mr. Throp died, he was viſited 
by Doctor D-—- 3 and his Lady, to whom he was 
infinitely indebted for numberleſs Acts of Genero- 
ſity, and tender Care, during his Perſecution, and 
particularly during his Sickneſs. Some Hours be- 
fore this, Mr. Throp had been inform'd that Colonel 
727 7 was ſeized with a violent Fever in the 
Country, and in Danger of his Life ; upon which 
he declar'd himſelf in this Manner: 1 believe I 
have but a few Hours to live; I hear that Colonel 
FF. ” is in an ill State of Healtn, I heartily 
forgive him, and pray to Gop that he may reco- 
ver, and repent of the many and unprovok'd 


Acts of Cruelty he hath been guilty of to me. 
After 
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After Mr. Throp's Death, the Reverend Mr. G. e 
M-——y was preſented by Colonel Z/———-7# to 
the Rectory of Killcornan, vacant by Mr. Throp's 
Death. This Gentleman and his Friends had join'd 
with Colonel W. in diſtreſſing Mr. Throp, in 
the Manner that is related before in this Narrative. 
Whether the Propoſals which were made to the 
Colonel by Mr. M. s Friends, in order to 
diſpoſſeſs Mr. Throp, were Incitements to him to 
purſue this melancholly Affair, till at length it ended 
in that terrible Manner above related, 1 cannot fay, 


but hope they were not; if they were, deliver the 


unhappy Authors from Blood Guiltineſs, O Gop ! 
Thus ſtood the Caſe of Mr. Throp at his Death, 
after which a Brother of his being inform'd that all 
the Methods poſſible were contriving by the Rabbie 
of Caſtietown, in order to baffle the Proſecution 
which was intended againſt thoſe Fellows who 
burnt his Brother's Houle, reſolved to go down into 
that Country ſome time before the //izes, which 
were to be held in April, 1736, in order to. make 
a further Inquiry, and to get the beft Information 
he could about it. Mr. Zhrop's Brother accordingly 
went down, but could get no further Information, 
the time limited by the Proclamation which was 
granted by the Lords Juſtices and Council being 
now elapſed, and M &——-+, the poor Fellow 
who had given the Information againft P-. 
and his Companions, being now reduced to perfect 
Beggary, by thoſe inhuman Oppreſſars at Caltle- 
town, who had plunder'd biz of all his Subſtance, 
and driven him and his Family out of Caſtlezown, 
and threaten'd to nurder him if he appear d againſt 
them. Tais cruel Treatment ſo terrified all People 
who knew any thing of the Matter, that not one 
Perſon dared venture to appear, or give any In- 
formation about it. 
K 2 | Mr. 
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and his Accomplices; but Colonel AV. 
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Mr. 7, hbrop's Brother however went to the A4//izes; 


and had the Informations which were taken by 


Mr. B y, Mr. 7 r, and Mr. V ; 
ſent up to the Grand Fury in order to have a Bill 
of Indictment found againſt P=—1/! the Proctor, 
r, and 
P n his Relation and Brother Juſtice, often- 
times mention'd before in this Narrative (who got 
themſelves put upon the Grand Fury in order to 
prevent the Bill of Indictment being found) read to 
the reſt of hem ſeveral Informations which they 
and one R e another Juſtice of the Peace had 
taken of ſome of the Colonel's Tenants, or Servants; 
who were alſo accuſed of the ſaid Fact; but net- 
ther the Colonel nor P n thought proper to re- 
turn thoſe Examinations to the Clerk 'of the Crown, 
till the Bill was thrown out; and tho? it was highly 
criminal in any Juice of the Peace to take ſuch 
Examinations, and much more to read them to the 
Grand Fury, as they were Evidences againit the 
Crown, yet they were read, and the Bill was there- 


upon thrown out. 


Mr. Throp, who was much ſurpriſed at this Be— 
haviour of the Grand Jury, who are all ſworn 10 
do equal Juſtice, got ſome Gentlemen, his Friends, 
to ſpeak to ſeveral of them about it, and upon In- 
quiry found that but a very few of them knew 
any thing of that Matter (or at leaſt pretended ſo.) 


Mr. 7, hrop upon this applied to the then Judge of 


Ai ze, to have the Examinations which had been 
taken on behalf of the Crown, ſent back a /econd 
time, to be reconſider'd by the Grand Jury; which 
his Lordſhip accordingly granted, and ſent for zhem 
into Court, and recommended it to them : > yer this 
had no Effect neither, for the laſt Day of Ai Se. 
the Bill was again chrown out. 

The partial and illegal Behaviour of 7heſe 7u/- 


tices of the Peace, whoſe Buſineſs it is to _ 
| uc 
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ſuch infamous Offenders, was not only the principal 
Cauſe of the throwing out ot the Bill of Indictment, 
but al ſo intimidated all other Perſons, who had any 
Knowledge of the ſaid Fact, from ever appearing, 
or giving any Information afterwards concerning 
it, when they law 250% Fellows, who were in- 
dicted, countenanced, and protected, by Men, who 
tho' of little Fortune, and leſs Credit, yet by their 
Offices of Juſtices of the Peace have generally 
ſo much Power as to make the poorer ſort of People 
reſpect or fear them. Mr. Throp therefore in order 
to have the laid Juſtices D - and R e 
Commiſſions taken from them, for abuſing their 
Power in ſo infamous a Manner, laid a Memorial 
before the Lord Chancellor ® after his return from 
the A. ſi es, with the ſeveral Informations ſo taken 
by them, and a Certificate from the Clerk of the 
Crown, of the ſaid Fuſtices not having return d any 
Recognizance for the Appearance of any of thoſe 
Perſons from whom they had ſo taken the ſaid In- 
formations, in order to have their Commiſſions taken 
away z but nothing as yet has been done in that Mat- 
ter, by which extraordinary Proceedings Mr. Throp. 
fears a Diſcovery of the ſaid Fact is intirely prevented, 
tho” it is a Crime of ſo henious a Nature, that the 
Law has made it no leſs than Hg Treaſon. 
While Mr. 7hrop was in the County of Lime- 
rick; he was informed that Colonel =, not- 
withſtanding the many Abules of his Power as a 
Fuſtice of the Peace, which is particularly men- 
tion'd before in this Narrative, was ſtill in the 
Commiſion of the Peace; at which Mr. Throp was 
much ſurpris'd, and upon Inquiry found that the 
Lord Chancellor had never ſuperſeded bim; upon 
which Mr. 7hrop laid a Memorial before his Lord- 
ſhip, informing him thereof, and praying his Lords 


* The late Lord Chancellor M yndbam. 
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ſhip's Superſedeas; in anſwer to which his Lord- 
ſhip told him, by his Secretary, that he had, at 
the Requeſt of a Gentleman in a very high Station 
in Ireland, promiſed not to take away the ColonePs 
Commiſſion, unleſs he afled again. Mr. Throp then 
told the Secretary how impoſſible it was for him 
(who lived in Dublin, which was above ninety 
Miles diſtant from Ca/zerown, the Place where the 
Colonel dwelt, and who had no Acquaintance in 
that Country) to know when Colonel V. r 
acted, that his Brother had in his Life-time proved 
to the Lord Chancellor how greatly he had been 
oppreſſed by Colonel V s abuſing his Power 
as a Juſtice of the Peace, and as the Colonel had 
not attempted to make any Defence, every one 
concluded he had been long ſince ſuperſeded; to 
all which the Secretary ſaid he could do nothing 
more about it, for that he had told him his Lord- 
ſhip's Anſwer. 

This is the Caſe of Mr. Throp; he was poſſeſſed 
of a Living, in Value about zwo hundred Pounds 
a Year, but which was rather an Expence than 
any Profit to him, being oblig'd to pay a Curate 
for taking care of it. After all the Oppreſſion he 
ſuffer'd, and all the Vexations he went through, in 
endeavouring to bring his Oppreſſors to Juſtice, to 
the utter Ruin of his Conftitation, and Loſs of his 
Life, after being damaged in his Fortune above 
fix hundred Pounds, beſides the burning of his 
Houle, /e died without receiving the leaſt Satis- 
faction from any of his Per ſecutors (being never 
able to get Men who would go down to Cafzle- 
toꝛon to exccute the Attachment) nor does any of 
his Family ſce the leaſt Probability. of ever re- 
ceiving any Redreſs, unleſs the Parliament inter- 
poſes, and obliges Colonel V. 7 to wave his 
Privilege both tor HYimſelf and his Accomplices. 
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
